The delay has been only 
such as might have been reasonably ex- 
pected from the crippled condition of the 
boilers. Provedence, indeed, has been ex- 
ceedingly kind to us ands we are truly 
grateful that through His tender mercies 
we have been thus far spared a calamity 
too horrible to contemplate. 

“Fourth, We cannot too sevely condemn 
the recklessness of a management that 
would send such a crippled vessel, loaded 
with human freight, to contend with the 
storms and perils of an Atlantic winter. 
We believe that our lives have been put 
in jeopardy and certainly our loved ones 
at home are being made to suffer great 
mental anguish, not to mention the se- 
vere financial losses many of us have in- 
curred and are now incurring. 

Wanted To Be Transferred. 

“Fifth, That on the evening of January 
10, 1083, the following petition was present- 
ed to Captain F. M. Passow, command- 
ing the steamship St. Louis: 

“The undersigned passengers of the 
steamship St. Louis, bound for New York, 
hereby request that, in view of the crip- 
pled condition of this steamship and the 
consequent uncertainty of the date of her 
reaching that point, you hall some passing 
fast westbound steamer for the purpose 
of transferring us thereto; or that the 
boat be put into Halifax if feasible. 

“By the Saloon Passengers.” 


“That in reply Captain Passow ex plain- 


ed that the difficulties and danger attend- 


ing a transfer of passengers at sea and 
further stating that it. would be an ex- 
‘cedingly dangerous undertaking to take 
the ship in her present condition into the 
harbor of Halifax. He volunteered the 
information that he might later on enter 


| Boston harbor and had the question then 


under advisement. 

“Sixth, That it is a matter of keen re- 
gret that a first-class: steamer, such as 
the St. Louis is reported to be. should not 
be suppiled with the Marconi system. the 
absence of which has been seriously felt 
during this ever to be remembered voyage. 

‘Seventh, That the thanks of the pas- 
sengers are due to the officers of the ship 
for their uniform courtesy under these 
very trying circumstances in endeavoring 
to allay our uneasiness and excitement.”’ 

The committee consisted of A. P. Liloyd, 
Louis B. Bernei, Rev. Arthur Crane, C. 
W. Bonynge and Ralph Nichols. 

The report of this committee wus unani- 
mously approved and resolutions were 
adopted condemning the action of the 
management of the line as outlined in the 
commitee’s report. 

Passengers Deceived. 

The second cabin passengers also 
framed resolutions, the gist of their pro- 
test being in the subjoined paragraph: 

“It was plain from the daily runs of 
the ship that something was radically 
wrong with the boat at the outset. In- 
quiry elicited the information that the 
boilers were in a-defective condition and

_but a 


OFFICERS SHORT 


Report of Examiner Sedberry 
Looks Bad for Of- 
ficers, 


Montgomery, Ala., January 17.—(Spe- 
cial.)—Examiner Sedberry today filed 
with the governor coples of a report 
which he has just made to Circuit Judge 
A. A. Coleman on the accounts of the 
executive officers of Walker county as 
to county affairs. 

He finds that Probate Judge J. W. 
Shepherd owes the county $2,202.45, Cir- 
cult Clerk R. L, Little owes $2,001.25, B.

None of 
the ship's officers were allowed to come

No Joy on Board.

“But when the officers saw we were in 
deadly earnest and would not be denied 
in our endeavors to know the truth, they 
changed their attitude and told us 
promptly What we wanted to know, or 
told us they knew nothing about the 
cause of the delay. All of the first class 
passengers have put their cases in the 
hands of myself and Mr. Bernei, as their 
lawyers, and authorized us to make such 
claims against the company as we see fit 
and endeavor to collect damages.”’ 

Victor A. Allien, of Stamford, Conn., 
one of the first-class passengers, said’ 

“TIT was in Paris and heard that the St. 
Louis had, arrived at Southampton with 
her boilers in a leaky and defective con- 
dition. Il went to the agent in Paris, told 
him of the reports, and that 1 had booked 
rassage and wanted him to tell me tine 
exact truth.- He said, ‘Those reports are 
malicious Tes.” On this representation I 
came over on the ship. If had an option 
on $500,000 of stock which expired on 
January 15. 1 do not know yet what my 
losses were. but | shall certainly sue the 
management of the line for the full 
amount of mv losses.” 

Major C. Cuncliffe Owen, of the British 
army, said 

‘The trouble was with the front 
Only two out off ten were in use, 
sometimes only one The American line 
egent in London told me that the St. 
Louis would make the passage from 
Southampton in nine days. I am firmly 
convinced he knew at the time of the de- 
fective condition of her boilers, and wil- 
fully misrepresented the facts to me. On 
January 12 Captain Passow told a pas- 
csenger that there were only 1,200 tons of 
coal aboard, 2nd that he was afraid he 
would not have enough to last the voy- 
age. The engineers were using the min 
imum quantitv to keen the ship going.”

We received nothing 
bit courtesy and honorable’ treatment 
from them, and we do not hold them at all 
to blame for the hardships and dangers 
we have had to endure.” 

After the first week the food supplies 
was appreciably cut down, according to 
the statements of passengers, ard cream 
and ergs were taken from the breakfast 
menu, and onlv a small allowance of 
milk was given to each passenger. From 
subordinate cfficers it was learned that 
the diet of the crew for the past week 
consisted solely of oatmeal and potatoes. 
After about a week the running water 
supply was cut off, and passengers could 
get water for toilet and bathing only in 
buckets, as it was brought to them. 

Captain Passow, when he came ashore, 
said: 

“We have just Jogzed along and dld not 
have a great deal of trouble. We could 
not make fast tima@ and that was all. I 
did not know that the passengers had 
passed any resolutions. I did not know 
that I was called upon, and I explained 
that it would be@ impossible for me to 
transfer them to any other vessel. I know 
ef no resolutions, and did not know that 
any had been drawn up until I was told 
cf them in Mr. Griscom's office.”’ 


Ship Drifted. 

In reply to a question why his ship had 
rot been sighted by other vessels coming 
over the northern track, he said: 

“There were days when we drifted 10 
or 12 miles out of our course. Then again 
we often experienced snow squalls, and 
the weather was very thick at times. 
This would allow vessels on the same 
track to pass us without seeing us. We 
do not travel on a railroad track, you 
know. and if a vesse] passes another by 
few rriles in thick weather the 
chances are that she might not see the 
other. Even the Pennsvivania did not 
sight us until after she had run past us 
and was almost out of sight.”’ 

When the captain was questioned as to 
the Boilers. he said that the management 
of the line would have to speak on that 
subject. He said fhat, of course, it was 
well known on board that the vessei was 
to be laid up for repairs after her arrival. 

Clement A. Griscom,. manager of the 
line, said that the line would make no 
further statement. When questioned as to 
the resolutions adopted by the passengers. 
he said they were unfortunate. 

“We did not have the least idea that 
the vessel would not arrive on time. We 
thought the vessel would be able to cross 
and make the speed that she lad made 
heretofore. We did not think she would 
deteriorate fn speed as she did on the 
trip. Tne St. Louls is in good condition, 
and she could now coal up and go out to 
remain for months.”

Some of the brass 
instruments were strange to most of the 
audience, but all had their necessary 
part fo produce myriad beautiful results. 
The wood winds were strong and 
their execution on so high a plane that 
strings could hardly produce better 
violin effects, and the tone of the brasses 
was 50 wonderfully sweet and mellow that 
it was easy to think one had never heard 
brasses played before. The golo work was 
delightful—flute, clarionet. cornet, French 
horn, ete.; but interest, of course, center- 
ed in the ensemble playing. Such splendid 
fone in every choir, such a marvelous 
shading of tone, phrase and passage— 
swells that were absolute art~a phrasing 
and a rhythm conceived § as only the 
scholarly musictan could, and a precision, 
a-dellcacy and a responsiveness that se- 
cured the most powerful dramatic ex- 
pression, all tenderness contrasted with 
all brilliancy. 

Through it all, the musicians were 
Stoleal in appearance. Not a sign of 
emotion was evident under any circum- 
stance, possibly because the conductor 
monopolized it.

His own mag- 
netism reaches out and thrills his audi- 
ence. Let taem shut their eyes and the 
music is swaying them, but his is the 
swaying spirit.

M. P., the Irish leader, respondizg to a 
nationalist address presented to him at 
Edinburgh this evening, sald he believed 
that the friends of Ireland would soon 
see a measure become law which would 
heal the wounds of centuries, and give 
the Irish people a chance of living !n 
peace and prosperity on their own soll. 
If this chance of settling the Irish land 
question was lost by the rejection of the 
measure, continued Mr. Redmond, there 
would be an overwhelming justification 
for such a strong, menacing”’and danger- 
ous public movement in Ireland as he 
would be sorry to see. 

He hoped the spirit of concillation 
shown at the, Dublin land conference 
would be reproduced in the house of com- 
mons, and if so, all the political parities 
migh? commence the work of appease- 
ment and justice in Ireland. Hitherto the 
Irish nationalists had been fighting land- 
lordism and not the landlords, whom they 
wished would remain to take part in the 
government of the country.

All of the departments of the city re- 
ived about the same appropriations they 
mad last year. The department of schools 
is not given the three new school houses 
tt asked for, the Sanitary department is 
mot given more money, the fire depart- 
ment does not receive money for a new 
ngine house in the third ward, nor for 
Wo new engines, and the police depart- 
hent does not receive the increased ‘ap- 
Propriation which was sought. 


Salaries Are Increased . 
The reason for this is the increase in 
he salaries of the department employ- 
Pes. The committee found itself confront- 
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ed with an ordinance which increased 
salaries and, therefore, the money which 
was to have been given for the improve- 
ments in the various departments was put 
to the salary account, because there was 
not enough money left to go around. The 
appropriation to the department of 
schools {s mentioned in the Mst to show 
about what the appropriations will run. 

All of the apportianments, and partic- 
ularly those to departments, are subject 
to increases, conditioned upon the pas- 
Sage of the water and sewer bonds. If 
the people authorize the issuance of 
bonds, then the money that is given on 
the January sheet to the sewer depart- 
ment and to the water department will he 
taken away from them and reapportioned 
among the other departments, thus giving 
the necessary improvements to them all. 

The finance committee, upon the sug- 
gestion of Alderman Longino, president 
of the board of health, who attended the 
meeting, decided. to do away with the 
position of city chemist and create the 
Office of city bacteriologist. The city 
chemist received $600 per annum, and the 
salary of the bacteriologist will be $1,000 
per annum, 

Increase for Sewers. 

The department of sewers Is given $27,000 
for the extension of two sewers to the 
city limts. The sheet provides that the 
Wells street sewer must be one of these, 
and, although it is not mentioned, the 
Beckwith street sewer will probably be 
the other. 

The committee received valuable sug- 
gestions both regarding sewers and the 
new water works reservoir, from City 
Engin¢er R. M. Clayton, who attended 
the meeting. 

For the purpose of paving Peachtree 
street from the end of the Whitehall 
street viaduct to Ellis street the commit- 
tee set aside $26,000. The property owners 
must pay two-thirds of the cost, however, 
and the street railroads pay for 11 feet. 
It is therefore estimated that this work 
will cost the city about $6,000. 

The committee also apportioned $27,000 
for the purpose of paving with asphalt 
Peters street from Walker street to Park 
street. It is estimated that the city’s 
part of this will be about $7,000. 

The New Reservoir. 

One of the most interesting things done 
by the city was to apportion $10,000 for 
the firs§ payment upon the new water 
works reservoir. The land for tnis new 
reservoir will cost $36,000, and the city's 
cption upon it will expire on February 
10. The payment of the $10,000 upon the 
property will bind the trade and give the 
city a bond for title. This is important 
because it is the first step toward ate 
cating the water works system of Atlanta. 


The committee made no mention of the 
electric lighting plant to be established 
at Hemphill pumping station for the pur- 
pose of lighting the public buiidings of 
Atlanta. 

The water works department is given 
$25,000 to be used if buying and laying 
new water mains in the city, which means 
that there will be enough new rmaains 
bought and Jaid to supply about one mile 
of streets. 

There is also a special appropriation of 
$11,000 to the water department “for the 
purpose of placing under ground the 
several miles of maing that were pur- 
chased with the money obtained from the 
last bond issue, but which have been 
upon the surface of the streets ever since. 

All three of these apportionments to 
the wateq works department, like that 
to the sewer department, will be taken 
away if the issuance of bonds is au- 
thorized. 


Books for the Library. 

The Carnegie library gets its regular 
appropriation of $5,000 made under the 
contract with Andrew Carnegie, whien 
he built the library, but the institution, 
in addition, is given $2,500 for the pur- 
pose of purchasing new books. 

All of the eppropriations to the eharita- 
ble institutions are about the same as 
they were last year, with the exception 
of that to the Tabernacle home, which 
gets an increase of $150 per annum, receiv- 
ing now $450, instead of $300. 

The chert fund, which is the fund for 
free paving, was increased from $8,000 to 
$16,000. 

There are no surprises in the appropria- 
tion of $27,000 for the second payment 
upon the George W. Harrison, the new 
pump at Hemphill station, of the water 
works department, nor in the $88,000 tu 
the sinking fund commission, nor in the 
25,000 to the Peters street viaduct, as all 
of these apportionments were known to 
be in contemplation, and, in fact, a ne- 
cessity. 

It will be noticed that the committee or 
manufactures, statistics, freight rates 
and transportation is given an appropria- 
tion of $2,500. This is the amount that 
was asked for by the Atlanta chamber 
of commerce, and it increases the fund 
for the bringing of immigrants to Georgia 
to something more than $5,00. Aflanta 
has, therefore, already done her share 
toward raising the $10,000 for the Greater 
Georgia movement and it now only re- 
mains for the fifty counties of the state 
to each give $100 in order to make the 
$10,000 fund. 

To Beautify Park. 

The department of parks was not for- 
gotten by the finance committee. This 
department was given $16,000, which was 
the total amount asked for by President 
Joel Hurt and Vice-President Walter E. 
Ormond. It is an increase of $2,000 over 
the appropriation of last year.

Johannesburg, January 1,.—A banquet 
wus given here this evening in honor of 
Colonia! Secretary Chamberlain. High 
Commisstoner Lord Milner and General 
Botha were among the four hundred 
guests. Mr. Chamberlain was received 
with enthusiasm and delivered a speech 
in which he gave for the first time the 
details which had been ‘arranged for 
financing the new colonies. 

The proposal, he said, was first that the 
government undertakes to submit to the 
imperial parliament a bill or guarantee a 
loan of $175,000,000 on the security of the 
assets of the ‘Transvaal and of the 
Orangia, which were being united for this 
purpose, The loan would be raised as 
soon as the imperia! parliament shall give 
its assent, the money being devoted to 
paying the existing debts of the Trans- 
vall, buying the existing railroads, provid- 
ing for the construction of new lines, al- 
lowing the necessary expenditure for pub. 
lic works and also providing for the land 
settlement. This part of the plan will 
place Orangia and the Transvaal in funds 
to carry out the development of the 
country. 

The second part of the agreement pro- 
vides that as soon as possible after p)ac- 
ing the first, another loan of $150,000-000 
shall be raised, to be called up in annual 
installments of $60,000,000. This second 
loan will be treated as a war debt and 
will be secured on the assets of the 
Transvaal.

Washington, January 1/.—\Special.)— 
Hon. James D. Richardson, of Tennessee, 
democratic leader, wil retire from con- 
gress to devote his time cntirely to the 
duties of the high office in Masonry which 
he holds. i 

The rumor that he might do this, pub- 
lished some days ago, has been fuliy 
verified. Major Richardson has made no 
public statement concerning the matter 
and will not for the present; but to his 
intimate friends in the house he has made 
Known his determination. 

Major Richardson is the highest Ma- 
sonic official in this country, and one ot 
the two highest in the world, the other 
being King EKdward. He holdg the office 
for so many years held by the late Gen- 
eral Albert Pike. The members of the 
Scottish Rite order, and especially of the 
council which directs its affairs, lave for 
some time been anxious. to have Major 
Richardson devote his entire time to the 
Masonic office. He new receives a salary 
from the order of $,000 per year. If he 
goes out of public life and devotes himself 
entirely to Masonry he will be paid a 
salary of $10,000 a year and all traveling 
expenses, and in addition will be given 
a -handsome residence in this city. This 
is located in front of the famous statue 
of General Pike, erected by the Masonic 
fraternity, which Is one of the sights of 
Washington. 

The duties of the office would require 
his traveling almost all the time; natu- 
rally, to fill it properly he will have no 
time for politics. 

If a democratic house had been chosen 
at the last election Major Richardson 
would have been a candidate for the 
speaketship, with excellént chances of 
election. In that event he would have 
declined the offer of his Masonic brethren. 
As it is, however, he sees very little fu- 
ture in politics so far as he personally 
is concerned and he has decided in favor 
of the Masonic offer. 

There will be no public announcement 
of his decision for the present. His coun- 
cil meets here some time in March, at 
which time it is expectéd the final ar- 
rangements will be made.

New York, January 17.—Secretary of 
Sttate John Hay was the guest of honor 
tonight at the seventeenth annual dinner 
of the Ohio Socfety, given in the grand 
ball room of the Waldorf. The banquet, 
to which the title of “diplomatic’’ was 
given, in récegnition of the presence of 
the representatives of all the great pow- 
ers, was the most brilliant that has oe- 
curred in New York in several years. Ad- 
ditional interest was given by the pres- 
ence of the ladies of the several embas- 
sies and the wives of numerous Astin- 
guished officials of the nationaal and 
many state governments, who filled the 
boxes of the ball room. Colonel Hoyt, 
president of the Ohio Society, presided, 
with Secretary Hay at his right and 
Count Cassini, the Russian ambassador 
and acting dean of the diplomatic corps, 
at his left. 

After the toast to the president of the 
United States had been drunk with the 
customary honor, the whole assembly 
rising, and the orchestra playing the na- 
tional anthem, Mr. Hoyt introduced the 
guest of the evening. The secretary of 
state was hailed with prolonged applause, 
in which the ladtes in the boxes joined. 

Mr. Hay paid a notable tribute to the 
president, referring to him as the ‘young, 
gallant, able,.brilliant President Roose- 
velt,”” and saying he would hold a dis- 
tinguished place among the great roll of 
our presidents..

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THE PLUNDERING OF A CITY. 


The Story of How Minneapolis Was 
Plundered by Officials. 
YAterary Digest: What The Ovtlook 
(New York) characterizes as ‘‘a brazen- 
ness of municipal corruption not 
equaled in Chicago or even in 
New York during the past quar- 
ter of a century,’ is laid bare in an 
article by Lincoln Steffens in McClure’s 
Magazine under the titl> ‘‘The Shame 
of Minneapolis."’ In this article Mr. 
Steffens tells of an allegcd “‘system of 
robbery, blackmail and plunder’’ which 
existed during the fourth term of Al- 
bert A, Ames as mayor of Minneapolis, 
beginning in 190 and eontinuinge until 
Hovey ©. Clarke, foreman of the grand 
jury last Year. brought about the’ ex- 
posure and conviction of most of the 
criminals. “Mayor Ames succeeded in 
becoming mayor of Minneapolis twice 
as a republican and twice as a demccrat, 
although Mr. Steffens helieves that he 
would never have been elected for the 
fourth time ha@™mot that vear (190°) been 
a presidential year. In Mavor Ames pre- 
vious administrations he had not been 
especially venaly He was a “spender” 
and not a “grafter,’’ being ‘guilty of 
corruption chiefl¥ by proxy.’ At ‘the be- 
ginning of his fourth term, he set out 
to organize a system of corruption for 
his own enrichment. He made his broth- 
er, Colone] Fred W. Ames, who reccnt- 
ly returned ‘‘under a cloud’ from ser- 
vice in the Philippines. where ‘‘he prov- 
ed a coward under fire,’’ chief of police, 
and Norman W. King. who was former- 
ly a gam chief of detectives Ir- 
Win A. Gardner, a medicol student un- 
der Dr. Ames, made special po- 
liceman for the purpesze of collecte 
ing money from disorder!v houses. and 
John Fitchette, known 2s “Coffee John.” 
was made captain of Nolice, with no 
other duties than to sell nlaces on the 
police force.

mayor's agent in this flie’d. Some two 
hundred slot machines were instatled in 
various parts of the town, with own- 
er’s agent and mayor’s agent watching 
and collecting from them enough co pay 
the mayor $15,000 a year as his share. 

But the women were the eas- 
iest ‘graft.’ They were compelled to 
buy illustrated biographies of the city 
Officials; they had to zive presents of 
money, jewelry and gold stars to police 
officers. But the money they still paid 
direct to the city in fines, some $35 900 a 
year, fretted the mayor, and at tast he 
reached for it. He came out with a dec- 
laration, in his old character as friend 
of the oppressed, that $100 a month was 
too much for these women to pay. They 
should be required to pay the city fine 
only once in two months, This puzzled 
the town till it became generally Known 
that Gardner collected the other month 
for the mayor. The final outrage in this 
department, however, Was an order of 
the mayor for the periodic visit« to 
houses, by the city’s physij- 
from $ to $20 per visit. The 
two physicians he appointed called when 
they willed, and more and mor? tre- 
quently, till toward the end the ealls 
became a pure formalitv. with the col- 
lections as the one and only object.” 

The excesses of the administration ‘‘be- 
came so notorious,’ Wwe are told. as to 
cause alarm among certiin county offi- 
cers. Snerliff’ Mezaarden interfer and 
arrested a few gamblers. which led to 
his removal from office, Then the final 
breakdown of the ‘‘system’’ came from 
dissentions within. The conspirato’s be- 
gan to rob one another, acd finat.y the 
“whole system became so demoralized 
that every man was for himself.”’ 

At this time, April, 1902, che grand jury 
was drawn with Hovey C. Clarke as 
foreman. He determined to break uy the 
“Ames gang.”’ Two men who work~-d for 
Gardner, ‘“‘Billy’’ Edwards and ‘’Cneer- 
ful Charlie’’ Howard. were arrestei and 
arraigned.

You know that if your 
finger is frozen the injured tissues take 
on precisely the same condition that 
they would if the finger had been roasted. 
Well, that is the basis this company went 
to work on; the motive being the idea 
that with a big ice-making plant it 
would be cheaper in the canning depart- 
ment to freeze the meat than to cook it. 
So far they have had good success. The 
meat has been submitted to a tempera- 
ture Of minus 33 degrees Fehrenheit, and 
then packed in cans. It has shown all 
the appearance of half-cooked meat; it 
has been impossible to tel] the frozen and 
the half-cooked brands apart. So far, too, 
it has kept well. But whether it will 
keep as well and as long the meat 
treated with fire cannot be told, as the 
experiments have not continued a suffi- 
client length of time. There Will be a 
saving of about an eighth of a cent a 
pound on tinned meats if success follows 
substituting eold for heat in 
paration.’’

namely, Meiklejohn, a trusted and appar- 
ently exceedingly zealous officer; Drusco- 
vitch, who had been specially charged

of the vard; and a man named Palmer, 
who was reputed to know more about the 
ways of confidence swindlers and other 
similar rogues than any other officer in 
the force. 

Well might this uniquely constituted 
gang of scoundrels have supposed them- 
selves safe from all interference, since 
every move of the authorities was known 
to the principals almost as soon ag it was 
decided on: and it is indeed doubtful 
whether they would ever have been 
brought to justice, but for the employ- 
ment of an old “crook,” and ex-accom- 
plice of Benson, named Adamson. 

This man offered his services to the 
chief of police voluntarily, and, as is 
usual in such cases, the offer was accept-

Even then, however, the authorities did 
not penetrate to the core of the plot, but 
their new ally unearthed enough to rouse 
suspicions, so that,Druscovitech had to 
arrest Benson to save his own fuce. 

Kurr and his brother, a man named 
Bate, and one or two others of lesser im- 
portance, were also clapped in prison;

rupted. 

Benson, the chief of the gang, ‘got fif- 
teen years’ penal servitude; the two 
Kurrs and Bate ten years each; while 
the three police officers and Froggatt, 
the attorney, got off with two years 
apiece. 

Not infrequently the police spy falls 
a victim to the vengeance of the men he 
has betrayed, or, alternatively, his own 
fears, coupled with the remorse inci- 
dental to a guilty conscience, egg him on 
to suicide. After this latter fashion died 
Frederick William Whitehead, whom De- 
tective Inspector Dinnie, of the criminal 
investigation department, made use of to 
break up the infamous ‘‘London Fire 
Ring.” 

This gang of miscreants had succeeded 
in reducing tiie crime of arson to an ex- 
act science, and had, in consequence, set 
fire with impunity to many scores of 
houses, and robbed the insurance com- 
panies of thousands of pounds.

Desires Franchise Taken

Berlin, January 17.—The kaiser is said 
to have offered Chancellor Von Buelow 
a prince's crown if he succeeded in push- 
ing through a bill for a change of the 
constitution permitting the government 
to take away the franchise from the great 
mass of laboring men. Buelow answered, 
it is claimed, that he was too poor tod be 
called prince, but that he would ‘“‘try 
to satisfy his majesty.’’ The kaiser is 
determinéd on this dangerous course, as 
he considers it the only means for get- 
ting rid of the socialists, Clear-headed 
politicians, however, do not hesitate to 
say that the measure would provoke 
nothing but revolution and bloodshed and 
that the emperor may lose his life in 
trying for absolutism in the twentieth 
century. 

The Tagblatt (liberal) quotes one of the 
great noblemen of the realm ‘‘who is at 
home at court and in diplomatic and par- 
liamentarian cifcles,” as saying: ‘‘The 
franchise is in eminent danger; the ene- 
mies of the laboring classes are deter- 
mined to take their share of representa- 
tion away from them. Government and 
court,’’ continues this authority, “‘are ex- 
erting themselves to gain friends for the 
Kaiser's move and at the next reichstag 
election they will use every means to 
push through candidates favoring a dis- 
franchisement of the masses."’ The Tag- 
blatt says no candidate should be ac- 
cepted by the people lest he binds him- 
self not to lend a hand to this infamous 
scheme, that would degrade Germany in 
the eves of the whole civilized world.

The secretary of the treasury had 


recommended to congress an appropri- | 


ation of $1,000,000 or $1,250,000 for the 


purchase of a site for the erection of | 


an entirely new public building, in- 


stead of endeavoring to patch up the | 


present structure. This recommenda- 
tion is based upon the idea that the 
city of Atlanta will take, at a fair 
price, the present postoffice building, 
to be used as a city hall. 

Congressman Livingston, who has 
industriously interested himself in the 
effort to secure definite action in re- 
gard to Atlanta’s public building be 
fore gongress adjourns, is of the opin- 
ion that favorable action car se- 
cured in the house of representatives 
if the city of Atlanta makes clear the 
fact that it will take the present fed- 
eral building at a fair valuation. 

This matter will be brought to the 
attention of council at tomorrow’s 
meeting and it is understood that ev- 
ery member of that body is in favor 
of a declaration that will enable Con- 
gressman Livingston to push his new 
bill to a successful conclusion at an 
early date. 

This will pave the way for the solu- 
tion of two problems which the city 
has long had under consideration. 

The federal building is miserably in- 
adequate and has long since outgrown 
the demands made upon it. While not 
half large enough to serve the govern- 
ment’s purposes, it could with very 
little expense be made both comfortas 
ble and commodious as a city hall. 

The present city hall is entirely out 
of date and absolutely unsuited to the 
use made of it. Every department is 
cramped and the building does not af- 
ford safekeeping for the valuabie mu- 
nicipal records it contains. It is sim- 
ply a question of a short time before 
Atlanta must have a new city hall, 
and the attention of the last city ad- 
ministration was called to the neces- 
sity of new headquarters for the city 
by Mayor Mims. 

Let us hope that the movement inau- 
gurated by Congressman Livingston, 
and approved by both Secretary Shaw 
and Chairman Mercer, of the public 
buildings committee of the national 
house of representatives, will take 
definite shape this week and that be 
fore congress adjourns the bill em- 
bodying the suggestions of Colonel Liv- 
ington’s bill wiil become a law.

baits. The corporations, or trusts, 
that really do the most widespread 
harm to the people, are those that 
operate along entirely legitimate 
lines, on solid and sufficient capital 
and by the strongest legal and finan- 
clal right use powers and franchises 
in monopoly forms that the plundered 
citizen can neither fight nor escape. 
The leading trust magnates and the 
/ten thousand contributing coparcen- 
ers in the trusts they operate are 
sane, shrewd, skilful business men, 
careful to keep within the letter of the 
law, independent of congressional or 
| State interference and coercing -mulli- 
| plied millions of exorbitant profits 
from the people in ways that cannot 
be criminalized or hindered. 

How is this‘’much vaunted publicity 
to reach and affect them? Already 
their charters are of official record, 
read and known of all men; their total 
shares are listed on the standard ex- 
changes and are known to their ex- 
act number; they are traded in daily 
and their quoted values published in 
nearly every daily paper, morning and

evening, in the land. Their substantial 
property is visfble tp all eyes and none 
of them have shown any anxiety to 
keep their gigantic operations behind 
a screen. 

It is difficult to imagine how much 
more publicity a government inspec- 
tion and bureau of statistical record 
‘could give to the operations of the 
steel; oil, railway, beef and other 
trusts than they themselves pu@lish 
abroad almost daily. 

And what good would that publicity 
do the common people. A few weeks 
ago the interstate commerce commis- 
sion fully investigated and decided 
that a recent general advance in the 
freight rates on hay was entirely un- 
justifiable. The advance means an 
extra $3,000,000 annually to the rail- 
ways affected and is literally drag- 
ged out of the pockets of the people 
for no other reason that that the rail- 
roads want that money. The commis- 
sion has no power to enforce a restora- 
tion of the just rate and its decision 
amounts to no more than a futile cry 
of “stop thief!’ and no policeman on 
the beat! 

The advance of $1 per ton in coal 
rates is equal to $200,000,000 extra 
profit to the coal carrying railroad 
companies and to the Reading Rail- 
road Company meant a stock profit of 
$45,000,000 in the last year! The roads 
publish the fact with pride and there- 
by show that “publicity” is a political 
fake scheme that has no terrors for 
any dominant trust.

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The Carolina Tragedy. 

The sad affair at the capital of South 
Carolina has profoundly impressed the 
whole country and its victim has the 
heart-felt sympathy of millions of his 
fellow-countrymen. Indeed, since the 
memorable tragedy on that September 
day in Buffalo, N. Y., when the nation 
watched at the bedside of its stricken 
chief executive, it is doubtful if the 
sympathy of the southern public has 
been so aroused by a tragic occur- 
rence. 

The lesson of the Columbia horror 
—for it is a horror—must sink home 
to every thoughtful man who lays 
claim to humane sensibilities. On the 
one side was the presiding officer of 


' the commonwealth’s highest law-mak- 


ing body, walking the streets of the 
capital city with his cléthing weight- 
ed down with heavy caliber firearms. 
The fact that Lieutenant Governor 
Tillman resembled a living arsenal 
while sojourning in Columbia shows 
that he was prepared, premeditatedly 
and with a deadly passion, to do just 
what he did on the streets of Colum- 
bia Thursday afternoon. From the 
evidence of eyewitnesses who have 
talked for the press, Colonel Tillman 
shot his enemy while he was walking 
peaceably and, it would appear, un- 
suspiciously, toward Kim on the side- 
walk, and just ‘in the act of trying to 
pass him with a wide berth. No word 
was spoken, scarcely a look exchang-: 
ed, and after the state officer had 
suddenly discharged a barrel of one 
of his revolvers into the stomach of 
the editor, it was found that the latter 
was unarmed. 

On’ the side of Editor Gonzales, un- 
less facts yet to be brought to light 
are adduced, the provocation was some 
four months old, and it is well known 
to Columbians that the two enemies 
had been within shooting distance of 
each other on more than one occasion 
since the known offense was given. 
The editor wrote such things of the 
State officer, who at the time was a 
candidate for the governorship, as are 
frequently followed by tragedies. He 
did not mince his epithets or veil his 
charges, but whether false or true, or 
whatever could have been Tillman’s 
justification to have an impromptu 
Street duel with his adversary at the 
time, blood and atmosphere had cooled 
since that dogday madness. The fact 
that Editor Gonzales did not trans- 
form himself into a walking arsenal 
snows that he was not expecting a 
personal encounter. 

Of course, Tillman's defense will be 
that he believed it was a case of pull- 


ing and firing on meeting—of shooting 


or being shot. He had no means of 


Knowing that his old enemy was un- 


armed, and from his point of view and 
temperament, doubtless, will endeavor 
to make it appear that he considered 
the feud of a nature that would make 
it highly improbable that Gonaqles 
would take the street unarmed “when 
the two men were in the same city. 
The horrible affair cannot be con- 
doned On any ground. It would never 
have occurred had the lieutenant gov- 
ernor of South Carolina observed the 
law of his state with reference to car- 
rying concealed weapons, and the dav 
of “pistol-toting” has been tabooed by 
an enlightened public sentiment, any- 
how. Generally the man who carries 
a revolver these days is spoiling for 


trouble, and he is lucky indeed if he | 
does not get in trouble such as Till- | 


man now finds himself in. 

The sad affair is deeply to be de- 
plored, for the sake of the state of 
South Carolina no less than for the 
individuals involved.

Restoration of the Parthenon. 

Despite foreign criticism, Greece is de- 
termined to restore the ancient Parthe- 
non, At first the work was to be carried 
out with old fragments 6f marble taken 
from the surrounding earth, but the au- 
thorities finally decided that nothing burt 
new, freshly quarried: stone should be 
used. The result will probably be gro- 
tesque, for the ancient stone is weather- 
stained. 

The original appearance of the old 
structure can probably never be restored. 
It has been quite definitely settled that 
although the edifice was built of the 
purest whfte marble, it was colored here 
and there. It is likely that the sculpture 
was also relieved by colors, and that thé 
moldings were painted or gilded. The 
Greek government intends completely to 
restore the building merely so far as its 
original shape is concerned.

AS VIEWED NOW IN MEXIC¢ 
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(“JUST FROM GEORGIA.”"| POLITICAL ASPECT OF SILVER ~ 
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O an observer conversant with the 


political affairs of the ‘republic of 

Mexico there is an item of unusua: 
significance in connection with the recent 
fall of silver: it concerns the succession 
to the presidency of our sister republic. 

For several years past a conflict has 
been on between two powerful clans in 
the City of Mexico, the leaderships of 
which rest respectively in the persons of 
Genera! Bernardo Reyes, now 
ter of war, and Mr. Jose Ives Limantour, 
minister of finance. Ever since the 
ous iliness of President Diaz a couple of 
years ago—which is claimed to have been 
an indisposition of a purely political na- 
ture on that shrewd general's part to un- 
cover any intrigue against the security 
of his administration—unceasing efforts 
have’ been made by the two members of 
the cabinet referred to, td supplant each 
other in the eStimation of their chief. 
The culmination of the struggle is found 
in the passing of General Reyes from the 
field of political activity. DuNng a receni 
investigation subsequent to the confieca- 
tion and closure of a political periodical 
of the firebrand variety known as “La 
Protesta,’’ published in the City of Mexi- 
co, it came to light that Attorney Ro- 
dolfe Reves, son of the minister of war, 
had been actively engaged in propagat- 
ing fierce attacks against Minis*‘er Li- 
mantour through the columns ofethe con- 
fiscated newspaper, all the evidence tend- 
ing to indicate the participation of young 
Reves beyond the peradventure of a 
doubt. Immediately upon «this informa- 
tion becoming public General Reyes ten- 
dered his resignation as minister of war, 
stating that the delicate position in whicn 
ne was placed made it impossible for him 
to continue at the post any longer, “nd 
protesting that he was entirely innocent 
of any participation in or Knowledge of 
the exhuberant campaign of Reyes, Jr., 
against Mr. Limantour. 

General Reyes went a step further and 
tendered his resignation as division gen- 
eral in the Mexican army. President Diaz 
accepted his resignation as a member of 
the cabinet, but shrewdlv refuSed to ac- 
cept it as a general in the army, for s9 
Icng as General Reyes is in the army he 
is directly under the command of and 
responsible for his movements to General] 
Diaz.

Now as to the connection between this 
event and the decline in silver. So long 
as the market value of the white metal 
remainéd comparatively quiescent with 
no prospects of a serious drop, there was 
no doubt as to which of these two mem- 
bers of the cabinet would eventually have 
fallen heir to the administrative plum in 
Mexico. General Reyes, a man born to 
command, a man of much more powerful 
perscnality and physique than :he §$len- 
der, delicate M. Limantour, having at his 
beck and call the reorganized military 
tackbone of the country, would in time 
have displaced his antagonist by tne 
sheer power of military magnetism. The 
serious drop in’ value of Mexico’s great 
staple export created, however, such a 
profound disturbance in that countrv, 
that of a necessity it brought to the p>?- 
litical forefront a statist of keen finan- 
_Cial ability like Mr. Limantour, the man 
|of military strength for the time being 
} occupying @ position of secondary impor 
'tance. Had silver retained its value in 
; the markets of the world the reverse 
' would have been the case. With aii the 
shrewdress for which President Diaz has 
become famous throughout his historical 
administration, he made short work of a 
choice between the two when the time 
came. The country needed the financier 
more than the soldier, the more so sinc? 
Diaz himself could supply all the mili- 
tant qualifications which the country re- 
quired in a leader. Therefore the soldie- 
stepped down and the financier stepped 
up. It is the hest thing that could have 
happened for Mexico duriag the present 
crisis, great as have been the services 
of (Seneral Reyes in his country’s behalf. 

Latin-American nations have not man- 
aged to maintain a standard of much im- 
rortance before the outer world, so the 
greatness of some of their great public 
men has remained unknown and unap- 
preciated abroad. The same condition of 
affairs existed at home, for until very re- 
cent vears the true value of, President 
Diaz as a factor in the civilizing, modern- 
izing and nationalizing Mexico was 
not understood by his own people. In a 
like manner the financial ability of Mr. 
Limantour, who deserves to rank among 
the greatest financiers of modern times, 
has been taken at its true worth bv com- 
paratively few of his contemporaries, and 
history alone can or will do justice to 
both of these Statesmen. A sudden 
awakening has taken place, 4nd it came 
somewhat In the nature of a shock to find 
that without a trained hand and a clear 
brair at the financial helm of the coun- 
trv, the receding wave of the silver setand- 
ard might leave the national credit on its 
beam ends high on the shores of ad- 
versity. 

An additional feature of interest is the 
decision of General Biaz to remain presi- 
dent for a while longer. It had peen un- 
' derstood, nearly it is possible to 
; understand such things in Mexico, that 
he was upon the point of retiring. A sig- 
nificant editorial appeared recently in E! 
Popular, of the City of Mexico, the pleh 
of which was to the effect that it was 
highly compatible with the best interests 
of the country that General Diaz should 
i succeed himself for another term, which 
practically means until such time when 
Mexico will have traversed the disturbing 
waters that now surround her. 

The exact Influence that the passing of 
General Reyes will have upon the politi- 
cal horoscope of Mexico is hard to say. 
Those who know him best and who know 
the profound ambitlon that he has nursed 
to become president of Mexico, will feel 
that bis retirement from the cabinet does 
not mean his permanent retirement from 
Mexican politics. The fact that he ten- 
dered. his resignation as division general 
might or might not indicate a covert 
threat. He-is reported to be slated for a 
military junket Of Europe, and for the 
immediate present retires to the gover- 
norship of the state of Nuevo Leon. 

With the passing of this son of Mars ru- 
mors are revived of a dark horse in the 
race for the place of chief executive. This 
dark horse was guessed at some time ago 
to be Brigadier (now division general) 
Francisco Z Mena, minister of com- 
munications and public works, who is 
now siated for the portofolio of war. Gen- 
eral Mena occupies the unique position of 
being the most intimate personal friend 
that President Diaz has in the cabinet, 
and has more than once been the personal] 
representative of the president in diplo- 
matic matters of 3 delicate nature both 
at home and abroad, wherein a personal 
agent of unimpeachable integrity was a 
matter of prime necessity.

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Jeneral Mena owes his promotion as 
division general to a peculiar incident. 
Something over a year ago, while as- 
cendinz in an elevator in the department 
of communications, the hoisting mechan- 
ism got out of order and left the cage 
suspended between two floors. By djnt 
ef exertion on the part of numerous em- 
ployees of the department, the elevator 
was luwered sufficiently to enable Gen- 
eral Mena to crawl out between the floor 
of the elevator and the upper edge of the 
ground floor door, agladder being placed 
against the floor of the elevator to en- 
able him to descend.

Again, the situation may 
become complicated should General Reyes 
succeed in reinstating himself in the 
good graces of the power-that-is, Pregi- 
dent Diaz to-wit. In that event he would 
again be in line for the executive man- 
sion.

FACE FUEL RIOT 


Famine Has Driven its Fangs 
Home in Chicago, 


Condition of Poor Almost Beyond 
Belief — Pitiful Incidents of a 
Sad Situation with Mercury 
Below Freezing—Strong 
and Sick Suffer. 


By Edward F. Younger, 

Chicago, January 17.—(Special.)—Chicg- 
go is in the throes of a coal famine and 
thousands of persons are absolutely des- 
titute of fuel. Perhaps a dozen people 
have already frozen to death and the 
prospect for the remainder of the winter 
is exceedingly gloomy. All this with 
miles upon miles of loaded coal cars en- 
cumbering sidetracks just outside the 
city and which the railroads claim they 
are unable to get at to move in. 

The Salvation Army, the associated 
charities and all organizations are work- 
ing night and day to relieve the tense 
Situation. Rich men and _ corporations 
are coming ‘to the rescuegwith money and 
supplies, but the distress }s S0 widespread 
that many must die before help can reach 
them, 

Meanwhile the authorities. municipal 
and state, are working to indict the coal 
barons and some of the railroad officials 
on the grounds of a conspiracy to corner 
the coal market and force up prices. 
There is fear that the cold and hungry 
people will indulge in fuel friots before 
the has passed. With nothing 
but starvation and the prospect of freez- 
ing to death in front of them, it would 
not be surprising to see an uprising that 
would be terrible in its results. 

Many Pitiful Incidents. 

Police and charitable officers, inured as 
they are to scenes of suffering, say they 
nave never seen So much as can be found 
on every side this winter. Poor people 
have broken up their scant Stock of furnl- 
ture and fed their little’ stoves with 
trunks and clothing. In one case a man 
was arrested for chopping down ‘a tele- 
graph for fuel. In one hovel the 
police found an aged couple kneeling be- 
side a chilly gas stove praying for death, 
They were behind in payments and the 
employee of the gas company had shut 
off thelr supply, leaving them to freeze. 
In the throngs that haunt the depots of 
the Salvation Army there are to be seen 
many persons of refinement, unfortunates 
who have seen better days, but are driven 
by the intense cold to seek charity. A 
crippled old woman led a blind man to 
the place where baskets of coal] were 
Sold for 5 cents. She furnished the eyds 
and- the blind man carried away the 
precious 20 pounds of fuel. Aid and visi- 
tation officers found jn one home three 
children dying from scarlet fever. while 
their father lay helpless on the floor with 
rheumatism. There had been no fire in 
the house for two days.

WOMEN PITILESSLY HOUNDED 
UNDER CITY POLICE SYSTEM 


Chicago, January 17.—(Special.)—A 
special to The Record-Herald from La- 
fayette, Ind., says the metropolitan po- 
lice system is to have the fight of its life 
in the state legislature this winter. Most 
of the cities where it applies do not want 
it, and Governor Durbin himself is not 
very anxious for its continuance. It is 
regarded as the direct converse of home 
rule, and, although {it greatly strengthens 
the state machine at Indianapolis, it 
takes the control of affairs out of the 
hands of the people of the citles. 

But tRe friends of the system will not 
have anything undone that can contribute 
to a continuance of a plan by which 
they have profited, and by which they 
may continue to profit. One of the most 
cogent reasons for supporting it is that it 
enables the promoters of the gentle game 
of graft to keep a better hold on the 
situation than they possibly could by any 
other scheme. 

The Indiana cities in which the metro- 
politan system obtains have linked them- 
selves with cities of like class, in the 
matter of population in the middle west, 
and their efficient representatives have 
organized a little network of surveillence 
bv which tribute can be exacted with the 
minimum of risk, and the maximum of 
profit.

SAVED FROM SEA 


Crew of the Siggen Almost 
Hopeless When Rescue 
Ship Arrived, 


New York, January 17.—The steamship 
Pennsylvania, which arrived today from 
Hamburg, brought into port thirteen dis- 
tressed seamen, who were taken off the 
disabled Norwegian sieamer Siggen. On 
January 15, the same d@y on which she 
came up with the St. Louis, the Pennsy!- 
vania fell in with the Siggen, lying help- 
less in the trough of the sea and flying 
distress signals. The captain of the Sig- 
gen asked to be taken off. and with his 
crew came on board the Pennsylvania. 

The Siggen sailed from Sydney, C. B., 
on January 7. On tne 10th She lost her 
propeller and as the weather was very 
tempestuous, the craft became unman- 
ageable. After drifting 10 miles off shore, 
during a period of five days, in which time 
five steamers were sighted and signalled 
without reply, the Pennsylvania hove in 
sight. As the Siggen was deeply ladened 
and a dangerous menace and there ap- 
peared no possibility of towing her into 
port, the sea cocks were opened and there 
was no doubt she went to the bottom.

New York, January ~-17.—The_ cotton 
market opened steady at unchanged 
prices to a decline of 2 points, which was 
better than expected, cables being con- 
siderably worse than had been looked 
for. The later tendency of the market 
toward under liquidation 
of long interests 4nd indications of larger 
receipts. The Liverpool! market closed 
at a net decline of 3 points, which was 
about twice the decline required tu 
match the closing of the New York 
market yesterday. Early eNtimates point- 
ed to receipts of 33,000 against 23,000 last 
year, while the weather map showed too 
much rain in important parts of the cot- 
ton belt for a generally free movement. 
Selling in the market was checked 
by strong accounts from Alexandria, 
with one cable reporting 12 per cent divi- 
dends by some of the Egyptian cotton 
mille. Commission houses sold to secure 
profits, while leading shorts were the 
best buyers. The south was a. moderate 
seller here. A few European orders were 
executed eariv, after which the foréign 
contingent dropped out ag a factor. 


Review of New Orleans Market. 

New Orleans, January 17.—But little 
animation was displayed in the spot cot- 
ton market today. Continued murky 
weather and unfavorable cables were 
partly responsible for the abatement in 
the movement. Sales up to the noon 
closing 2,200 bales, including 300 to ar- 
rive. Quotations unchanged. 

The market for contracts was more 
active. At the outset prices were up 
1@5 points. Extensive realizing of small 
profits at that level caused the market 
to break 5@6 points. but a second quick 
reaction set in and values worked up 
again to better than a recovery of the 
temporary joss.

Traders Bought a Few Stocks Ou Ex- 
pectation of Advance. 


EARLY GAINS MELTED A--AY 


On Attempts To Take Profits After 
Its Publication — Only Half a 
Dozen Stocks Maintained 
Any Noticeable Show 
of Strength. 


New York. January 17.—The _ public 
apatny toward the stock market was in- 
dicated today by the effect of the publi- 
cation of the very favorable bank Sstate- 
ment. Traders had bought a few stocks 
in anticipation of the good showing by 
the banks, but their attempt to take 
profits after the publication caused a 
melting away of gains and in some Cases 
their total wiping out. The known move- 
ment of currency from the statements ol 
the banks themselves indicated a gain 
of $8,000,000 to $9,000,000 in the cash item, 
but tae actual gain by the average Sy5- 
tem of computation shows a rise of up- 
ward of $12,000,000. Last week's State- 
ment understated the amount of the ac- 
tual cash gain by about the amount that 
today’s statement overstates it, which is 
not unusual, where a heavy movement 
comes late in the week. Today's large 
loan increase is normal to the season, vut 
this has been no evidence of tae employ- 
ment of so large a sum 45 $14,000,000 in 
the market this week, and it is supposed 
that syndicate operations unknown to the 
people have figured in thi sitem.

New York, January i7.—The New York

ments $20,217,125, a gain since January » 
of more than $10,000,000; this, too, in the 
face of the fact that loans in the period 
covered have expanded nearly $11,000,000, 
and deposits $28,000,000. The rise in de- 
posits, however, came altogether last 
week, for Saturday's statement shows an 
increase in this item alone of $27,W2,300, 
thus making an additional reserve re- 
quirement of more than $7,000,000 and ex- 
plaining why the heavy gain of $12,232,400 
in cash is not more fully reflected in the 
cash reserve column. The heavy increase 
of $14,412,000 in loans for the week is due 
principally to the activity on the stock 
exchange, but it is quite probable that 
some of the business of the previous week 
is included in the averages, the statement 
of January 10 having failed to reveal the 
full proportion of loan expansion. The 
unusual increase in deposits has brought 
about the rises in the loan totals and the 
receipts of new cash and agrees for the 
most part with these changes. The state- 
ment is complicated by the reports of the 
larger individual banks, two institutions 
alone showing a gain in specie larger 
than the entire net increase reached by 
all the banks. The effect of this con- 
centration is to swell their surplus. re- 
serves, the average of the other having 
changed but little for the beter.

Science 
that was a heing far beyond 
greatest of the man-like apes of to- 
day in intelligence and appearance, yet 
divided by a still greater chasm from 
the man of today. So far below man as 
we know him was this thing that lived 
in the inter-glacial period that some spe- 
cialists who have examined the bones de- 
clare that this early man was not mere- 
ly different the present man in 
kind but actually different in species. 

The man of the Croatian cave had a 
remarkably long head. It was large in 
circumference, far bevpnd the size of the 
ape’s skull. His face was flat and broad 
and his nose was wide and fiat like that 
of an ape, but he had furrows between 
his eyes above his nose which the ape 
has not. 

NO FOREHEAD OR 

That flat face had neither 
chin. In both of these features the man- 
animal of the Croatian cave was behind 
the ape. His jaw shot back abruptly as 
Go the jaws of lean-muzzled animals. 
Over hhis deep-set eyes lay immense bony 
lumps, that accentuated the lack of a 
forehead. e 

The back of this ugly half-human and 
half-animal head did not meet the neck 
with the gentle, beautiful curve with 
which the skull of the present human 
betng meets the neck. It stuck out be- 
yond the neck and joined it at a 
angle. 

Immense tecth were set in the mouth of 
the creature. The teeth in the back of 
the mouth were even larger than those 
in front. All the teeth were set deep 
in mighty jaws. 

The body of this primitive man was 
long and the legs were short=a form di- 
rectly contrary to the form of the pres- 
ent adult man. The arms were longer 
than those of man today. But they were 
not nearly so long as~the arme of the

It requires no great stretch of imagina- 
tion to believe that the Croatian cave 
man was not intelligent enough, or at 
least educated enough, to ‘produce his 
own fire, for the remnants of his house- 
hold goods that were found in the cave 
with his bones fail to show that he was 
capable of much intelligent productive- 
ness. His weapong were as primitive as 
the club that the gorilla uses when he 
tears a huge branch from a tree and 
lays about him in wrath. No’ sign of 
fashioning or attempted fashioning is to 
be in the bone and wood mauls and 
cudgels that the man of Croatia used. 
He had arrow heads made of stone, but 
they were practicaliy the stones in their 
original form. 

The man of the Croatian cave had gone 
iar beyond the ape in his diet. He was 
no longer a herbivorous animal. He had 
become carnivorous. Indeed, he had be- 
comé a cannibal if the signs have been 
read aright. 

When Professor Virchow discussed the 
Neanderthal skull, the famous skull dis- 
covered in the Neander valley cave near 
Dusseldorf in Germany that was hailed 
at once as the skull of a genuine missing 
link, the long sought ape-man, the pro- 
tessor’s objection to accepting it as any- 
thing of the kind was reinforced with the 
demand that science produce similar 
skulls and remains before any deductions 
be made. 

The discovery in Croatia has done it. 

It has done more. It has absolutely 
established the antiquity of this primi- 
tive man. The conditions of the excava- 
tion in the Croatian cave were so favor- 
able that it was possible to take every 
step with minute and painful observance 
of all the rules of paleontological and 
geological research: There is no_ possi-

bility that one epoch has been mistaken 
for another. 
SITE OF THE DISCOVERY. 

The find was made in a cave on the top 
of the steep banks of Krapinica brook. 
near Krapina in Croatia. The cave was 
feet above the present bed of the 
stream. In the glacial period that cave 
had been level with the water, and an 
inconceivable stretch of time had _ been 
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needed till the slow course of erosion had

The cave was a cavity in sandstone. The 
floor of it was covered with boulders 
and sediment left there by the brook in 
the days, perhaps two hundred thousand

dust and debris, 
rocks, and so on began to fil! the cave 
until at last, after age had piled on age 
and epoch on epoch, the rabbish reached 
to the very top of the place. 

Yet during all those unknown ages, 
men used the cave for sheltering. First of 
all came this creature that was. so far 
as knowledge of today can tell, the first 
man. Sand and dust and the products of 
slow decomposition fell on his rematns. 
Then came other creatures, farther ad- 
vanced in the slow progress to being hu- 
man, and dust and decomposition settled 
on their bodies and their tracks. too. 

So, when Professor Gorjanovic-Kram- 


berger, of Agram, began to dig, he un- 
covered epoch after epoch. He -found 
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roughly 
thousand 


charcoal, burned sand, 
flints, and almost: two 
of rhinoceros, cave and brown 
bears, wolves, deer, mammoth stags, 
horses, auerochs, beavers and wild boars. 
These bones were as easy-to read as the 
hands of a clock,, They pointed straight 
and true to the period in which they had 
been deposited. : 

A CATACOMB OF 20,00 YEARS AGO. 

At last the excavatorg got down to the 
lower stratum. Unt!fl then they. had 
found no human tones. Now they came 
upon a catacomb. That lower stratum 
appeared to be one immense fireplace. In 
it lay the bones of none but human be- 
ings. Almost all were broken and splin- 
tered, evidently by violence. .Most of 
them showed signs of burning. The bones 
were found to belong to ten individuals, 
adults and children. 

The only theory that the scientists have 
been able to* formulate yet that 
these ten persons met viclent deaths and 
that the slayers then! cooked them and 
al@ them.

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The bones were gathered with rigid ob- 
servance of all the safeguards known to 
science. And as soon they had been 
studied sufficientty, it was Known th&t 
the great find of the young twentieth 
century had¢been made, for there remain- 
ed no’ doubt that the primitive man of 
Krapina was the same as the man of the 
Neander valley and the man from the 
Belgian cave of Spy. This meant that 
the same form of man had dwelled at one 
time in eastern as well in western 
Europe and with one blow it established 
the correctness of the belief that the 
Neander valley man and the Spy valley 
man were truly ereatures who represent- 
éd a gradation between man of today 
and the ancient animal form. 

Hiow far removed from the ape on efen 
the ape-man this gradation may be no 
one can say. 

Professors Schwalbe 
year produced. facts 
prove positively that 
of today cannot Nave 
last inter-glacial period.

The man of Spy, the man of the Nean- 
der valley and the man of Krapina were 
such creatures. Perhaps the same form 
was existent then in othef? parts of the 
world. The famous ape-man of Java, 
Pithecanthropus erectus, possibly was 
the Asiatic ancestor of this man in being. 

How old is he? Professor Penck, at 
the last meeting of naturalists in Karls- 
bad, laid down the law that the duration 
of the glacial period hag been at least 
half a million of years. The earlier Stone 
Agé alane—not an epoch, but merely a 
stage of development—he thought was

‘thousand years. “We can estimate the 


age of the species known as man in 
Europe as severat hundreds “of thousands 
of years,’ he declared. 

Studies of skulls and skeletons from the 
last Stone Age, which is supposed to date 
back from seven thousand to ten thou- 
sand years, show no noticeable differ- 
ences between man of that remote time 
and the man of today. This in itself 
shows how immense must have been the 
time that did afford opportunity for 
structural changes. 

Hiow great these changes were, and how 
euormous consequently must have been 
the time that elapsed between the ex- 
istence of the ‘“‘missing link’’ and the ex- 
istence of the man of Krapina and the 
arriva! of the man as we know him, is 
shown by the skull of the creature. 

The skull of Krapina is longer even 
than the skulls of Spy and the Neander 
valley—far longer than any modern skull. 

It is as low as it is long. It is so much 
lower than the lowest human skull of to- 
day that there is established this fact 
about this ancestor of man; he was sepa- 
rated from the man of today by a far 
greater difference than was the difference 
between him and the ape. 

Structure of bohes, the 
ness over the eyes, a decided contraction 
in the sides of the Krapina skull beyond 
the eyes, are all characteristics of the 
monkey. 

But there are other characteristics in 
the Neander valley and Spy and Krapina 
skulls that differ vastly from those of 
the monkey. Seme of these. differing 
characteristi¢g point to reversion to forms 
‘still more primitive than the monkey, 


| while others show a development toward 


the human beimg of our own type. 
NO. “MISSING LINK.” 

These divergencies in opposite direc- 

tions have led European scientists to 
reach ope important conclusion: that is 
that the primitive man, the man of Kra- 
pina and Spy and the Neander valley, is 
not a “missing link’ between man and 
ape. : 
In the Krapina man there is a distinct 
furrow between the eyebrows over the 
saddle of the nose. It is a structural 
character that does not occur in apes. It 
is one of the facial signs that makes a 
face look intelligent. 

The eyes of the man of. Krapina are 
far apart. The frontal part of the brain 
had been developed much more greatly, 
therefore, than in the ape whose eyes are 
close together. 

A striking peculiarity lies in the teeth 
of the primitive creature. It is an estab- 
lished fact that the teeth of the modern 
human being are degenerated. Evolution 
often uses degeneration as a help in its 
processes. The teeth of the man of Kra- 
pina are greater even than those of the 
ape. Even the front teeth have two roots, 
where only few of our teeth have more 
than one, The grinders actually are 
larger toward the back, while our grind- 
ers are more or less stunted and diminu- 
tive. 

That and other peculiarities about the 


teeth of the man of Krapina are found 


immense thick- , 


in the teeth of a prehistoric ape discover- 
ed in the miocene formations in Ger- 
mar®, the dryopithecus. This ape-man 
or man-ape existed ad vanished many 
ages before the time of glacial man. So 
the missing link is to be lookéd for in the 
dim past far beyond the time of the 
dwellers in the Croatian cave. )

viction that the fameuas skeleton of Java 
was a form between animal and human 
being. Professor Virchow alleged that 
this curvature was not natural, but that 
it was due to disease, and he protested 
against the adoption of any theory based 
on it. He admitted that If it were natural 
it would prove anatomically that the 
Java skeleton really was that of a man- 
ape form and not merely the skeleton .of 
a human being, very old, but still in al! 
essentials like present human beings: But 
he would not admit that the curvature 
was nattral. ; 

Well, the Krapina skeletons all show 
the game curvature, and it is no longer 
to bedoubted that it is natural. 

The Belgtan scientist, Fraipont, ‘Ye- 
lieved that these skeletons showed fhat 
' this man form could not walk upright or 
at Jeast did not walk upright habitually. 

Other scientists do not agree with this. 
They say that the study of the bones does 
not justify such a concltfsion. But they 
all agree that these primitive man crea- 
tures did not walk erect and freely as we 
do. The very fact that their legs were 
inordinately short while their Bodies wére 
long would have made it necessary for 
them*to walk in a shambling. clunisy, 
more or less uncomfortable way. 
heavy, crude knee joints show that they 
could not possibly have straightened out 
their knees or moved as easily aS we do. 

COULD HE SPEAK? 

“Their power of speech probably was; 
not nearly equal to that of the present 
man,’ says Dr. Hagen. “Our organs.of 
speech, particularly the tongue, are gov- 
erned by a group of muscles which are 
fastened to a little double-pojinted growth 
of bone on the inside of the chin. In the 
anthropoid ape, who lacks the power of 
articulate speech, we find a groove im that 
place instead of a growth of bone. ‘That 
same groove we find in the man of Kra- 
pina. Ea” 

“There is. another Profesor 
Walkhoff, of Munich, has shown “by 
means of the Hkoentgen rays that 
wherever muscle-pulling or pressure act 
on bones, eertain thickening and tough- 
ening of the bones occur, Jying in the'dl- 
rection of the strain. In the jaw of hv 
man beings these thickenings are pro- 
nounced wherever the muscles of the er- 
gans of speech lie. But in the anthropoid 
ape these characteristics aré missing en- 
tirely. In the man of the Neander val- 
ley we find faint traces of them. If we 
can prove this theory still further by ex- 
amination of the jaw bones of persons 
who were born dumb, we shall have a 
great light on the beginnings of our ar- 
ticulate human speech.”

She died at the 
ripe old age of 81 years, having spent 
much of her last years in acts of charity 
and consecration. 

One chapter in tnis woman's life gave 
her a national prominence of which ali 
southern people to this day ought to be 
very proud. It is this, having been willed 
quite a vast amount of land in, New Or- 
leans by her father, she was forced after 
his deata to institute a suit of ejectment 
against many of the citizens of New Or- 
leans to recover this land, which was as- 
sessed at the value of $35,000,000, This she 
ultimately recovered, making her famous 
not only for-being the most beautiful 
woman. but the richest woman, not of 
the souta. but of the whole United States. 

In those days, there were very fow 
large fortunes either north er south, and 
at that time in all America no woman 
Was known to possess in her own life 
one-twentieth that sum of money. 

For at least a quarter of avcentury Mrs. 
Gaines occupied this position before the 
world. It might be interesting to the 
reader to give a short sketch of her life, 
Fome of her prominent traits and a short 
sketch of her husband, General Edmund 
Pendleton Gaines. 

Myra Clark Gaines was born in New 
Orleans. 186: daughter of Daniel Clark, 
and widow of General Edmund P. Gaines. 
Her father came from Ireland to New 
Orleans in 1799 and inherited the property 
of an uncle. He was United States con- 
sul while Louisiana was still under 
French rule. After its transfer to the 
United States he became its representa- 
tive in congress. In 1813 he died, leaving 
@ vast property to his mother, Mary 
Clark. After his decease, it was ascer- 
tained that. although he had always de- 
clared himself a bachelor, he had private- 
ly married a beautiful French woman. 
the reputed wife of a man then absent in 
BHurope, and by her had tWo daughters. 
The youngest. Myra, was adopted by a 
Colonel Davis, and took his name, jin 
ignorance of her real paternity. She was 
principally educated in Philadelphia.

General Gaines was born in Virginia of 
a very distinguished family and the 
arrival of hig majority in 1799. was 
made colonel 6f. tne United States. jn- 
fantry, and on aceount of braye and 
meritorious conduct on several battle 
fields, he was successively breveted and 
promoted. Especially was he remembered 
for his gallant defense of Fort Erie dur- 
ing the British war, when, in 1814, he was 
severely wounded. For his gallant con- 
duct on that day he received the unani- 
mous vote of thanks from the congress 
of the *United States, which this body 
manifested by the whole house rising to 
give its vote. Then the states 
nessee, Virginia, New York and 
followea in like manner, until General 
Gaines at one time was the most popu- 
lar officer in the United States for manv 
years. In 1816 he was appointed by the 
president to treat with the Creek In- 
dians. He was also engaged against the 
Creek and Seminole Indians as command- 
er in chief of the southern military dis- 
trict. He was again wounded in the 
Seminole war, Florida, in 1836, from which 
wound he never recovered, dying in 1850. 

This prominent position of Genera} 
Gaines before the country, together with 
his wife's beauty and wealth, made her 
the observed of observers during the aad- 
ministrations of Buchanan, ~ Linecoin, 
Johnson and Grant.

Closed Windows Rre Citen Fatal 


The death of Emile Zola was due to the tain the dust of years; his stuffy woolen- 


fact that he slept in a room with closed win- 
sows and a defective stove. If he had not 
kept the windows closed he would not he 
dead, however bad the stove. It is a re- 
markable fact that an author who wrote 
& monumental series of books, in which he 
dealt intelligently with nearly every branch 
of modern science, did not know enough to 
ventilate his room. 

One of the English medical journals, the 
“Hospital” makes the death of Zola the oc- 
casion for speaking of the general negelect 
of ventilation. Consumption, the greatest 
scourge of humanity, is chiefly due to 
breathing bad air. A hundred other dis- 
eases may be traced tothe samecause. This 
medical authority says: 

“In the case of the great novelist death 
came suddenly by the hand of a poisonous 
gas, while in other cases it has worked 
slowly by means of a destructive microbe, 
but in both alike it has been the lack of 
ventilation which enabled the agent to do 
its work. That consumption is caused by 


a bacillus; that this bacillus exists in the® 


expectoration of those who suffer, even in| 


slight degree, from the disease; that when 
Cried up and fluffed out in a handkerchief 
in the form of light, impalpable dust it im- 
pregnates the air; that when this air is 
breathed and rebreathed by those who live 
in unventilated rooms it causes consump- 
tion, and that consumption is still the dead- 
liest disease we have amongst us, are now 
truisms. Yet we go on shutting our win- 
cows as if these things were merely fairy 
tales. 

“In the newspaper accounts of M. Zola’s 
death we are told that his window ‘natural- 
ly had to be closed at night,’ as if so doing 
were quite a matter of course, as indeed it is 
in ninety-nine houses out of a hundred.

She even dares to have a piano and 
violin accompaniment while she gives the 
obligato.

E in altissimo, a note delicately pure and 
clear, like the faint tinkle of a bell far 
away. 

But this is not all. Her inimitable com- 
mand of the vocal register enables Miss 
Helena to sing songs and ballads with 
trills and cadenzas an octave higher than 
the score calls for. In “The Last Rose of 
Summer,” for example, she introduces a 
cadenza with a sustained F above the high 
C, ordinarily the vocal limit of prima don- 
nas of by-gone days. 

All Miss Helena’s achievements are ac- 
complished by two little white bands set 
back far into the throat. They are barely 
an inch long, these vocal cordy but they 
are capable of producing treble the num- 
ber of tones of a single violin string. 
They are capable of exceptional contrac- 
tion. When searching the pinnacles of 
sound their edges almost touch and are 
thin as threads. 

Their rate of vibration is estimated at 
40,000 a second. Another singer, whose 
range did not appear to go so high, would 
be unable to contract the vocal bands in 
this manner. 

The factors in tone production are, first. 
the larynx, with its vocal cords, then the 
“motive power,’ and lastly, the organs of 
resonance. 

The motive power is the air forced from 
the lungs. The muscles ordinarily used for 
respiration are called into play; but the ac- 
tion is intensified. The diaphragm fs flat 
tened and the ‘‘chest box’’ filled to its ex- 
treme capacity. Then, involuntarily, an 
impediment to the escape of the air is 
formed in the throat, which is called In 
medical terms the ‘“‘closure of the glottis.” 
The lungs and diaphragm then expel the air 
through the larynx. Thus a robust person 
like Miss Helena is better fitted out with 
‘‘motive power” for singing than one who 
is frail. 

The larynx is one of the most complicated 
organs of the human body. Scientists are 


not agreed as to its action and conditions 
while producing definite tones. Its intri- 
cate and marvelous nature may be under- 
stood from the following description is 
medical terms: 

“It is a hollow organ, something like a 
reed, composed of nine cartilages held in 
correct adjustment by elastic ligaments and 
fibrous tissue, also of two strong fibro-mus- 
cular bands, the vocal bands. All of them 
are covered by a mucous membrane of a 
particularly delicate and destructible char-, 


acter, and fixed in the processes of breath-; 


ing and vocalization in very many but 
minutely differing positions by the compll- 
eated co-ordinating action of more than 
eighty different muscies."’ * 

Miss Helena’s tones, when vibrated fort 
from the vocal bands, reach audiences after 
a zig-zag course of reflection inside her 
mouth and throat. Together, the mouth 
and throat seem devised to serve as sound- 
ing-beards, in addition to their numerous 
other offices. 

The sounds leave the vocal bands at right 
angles and the first obstruction in their 
course is the epiglottis. Thence the sound 
waves are reflected backward to the sur- 
face of the pharynx and from the pharynx 
to the soft and hard palates, and thence to 
the open air. 

In this course, and by the action of the 
lips and tongue, the sound which leaves the 
vocal bands at a certain pitch receives defi- 
nite characteristics. It is given tone and 
infiection. These are said to be the scientific 
reasons why training and study are so ab- 
solutely necessary for a singer. The organs 
of resonance and the organs which supply 
the ‘‘motive power” or breath can be trained 
to fill their offices especially well. The 
tongue, the most obstreperous factor with 
which the singer has to deal, can be taught 
to lie down and out of the way—a thing 
it does not do for the amateur. Vocal chords 
sounding-boards and the whole wonderful 
mechanism can be strengthened by exercise 
and taught to work in unison.

The species of smal! moths which attack 
clothes, woolen articles, carpets, etc., are 
three in number, and they are probably Old 
World species, although now become cosmo- 
politan. They belong toa group calied tine- 
lanae, and include (1) the case-making 
clothes moth, (2) the webbing-clothes moth, 
and (3) the tapestry moth. All are very com- 
mon and destructive in this country, both in 
private houses and in stores. 

The case-making clothes moth is a small 
moth with a wing expanse of about half an 
inch, the forewings yellowish gray with 
three indistinct brownish spots, the hind 
Wings and the wing-fringes gray. The larva 
feeds on all woolen goods, carpets, furs 
and feathers. The moth appears in Febru- 
ary and there may be successive broods until 
November. The larvae form a tubular case, 
Slightly flattish, in which they pass the 
whole of their existence. As the larva grows 
it, has frequently to enlarge its case, and it 
does this by making a slit half-way down

the tube and inserting a patch of new ma- 
terial. Next time a similar slit is made and 
patched on the opposite side of the tube. 
These larvae cases are made of the material 
upon which the insects are feeding. Change 
of food changes the color of the case, and 
sometimes when variously colored fabrics 
have served as food the case becomes multl- 
colored. Each case 1s lined by a fine white 
silk spun by the larva. The pupal state 
takes place inside the case and lasts from 
two to three weeks. 

The webbing clothes moth is about the 
same size as the preceding species, and has 
the front wings pale ochreous and more or 
less shining, without any spots; the hind 
wings are whitish and the head reddish- 
yellow. The larva feeds on a great variety 
of substances, such as woolen goods, furs, 
feathers, the linings of chairs and sofas, 
and has even been found eating cobwebs. 
The moth appears from March to October, 
and produces two broods in the year. The 
larva is dirty-white, and spins a silken web- 


bing as it progresses over its food material; 
no true case is formed as in the preceding 
species. But when mature it spins a cccoon 
of pieces of hair or wool of irregular ou'- 
line, and pupates within it. 

The ‘Tinea tapezella,’’ also known as 
“Trichophaga,’’ has forewings black from 
the base to the middle, then white clouded 
with gray towards the tip; the hind wings 
are pale gray and the head is white. The 
wing expanse is about three-fourths of 2a 
finch. It appears during June and July. Th¢

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An eminent authority on explosives de- 
clares that many of those accidents in 
coal mines usually attributed to fire damp 
have been caused by dry coal dust sus- 
pended in the galleries having been acci- 
dentally fired. Even so apparently an in- 
nocent a substance as flour becomes fear- 


fully explosive when mixed in suitable 
proportions with dry air. 

Another substance recently proved to be 
extremely dangerous when stored in large 
quantities is chlorate of potash. The dis- 
aster two years ago in a big London fac- 
‘ory proved the destructive powers of this 
simple remedy for colds. 

Sugar and chlorate of potash mixed form 
an explosive which has heen tried for 
blasting purposes; but so dangerous a 
compound is it that any explosive contain- 
ing these ingredients is not likely to pass 
the Government tests in this country. 

A good many years ago it was discov- 
cred that celluloise soaked in strong nitric 
acid changed from a substance no more 
harmful than paper to a fierce explosive. 
The number of materials on which nitric 
acid will work a similar transformation 
is almost endless. Wood, paper, straw, 
coal, peat, pitch, starch, sugar, tea tan, 
phosphorus, iron, zinc, copper, and mag- 


nesium that could be 


named. 

One of the best known and most terrible 
of these mixtures is nitro-glycerine, whica 
is simply nitric acid and common glyc- 
erine mixed together and allowed to fall 
into a stream of water. Dynamite is noth- 
iug more than nitro-glycerine absorbed 
by some spongy substance. Alum, as- 
bestos, plaster of Paris, sawdust, bran, 
meal, even dried and pounded potatoes 
have been employed for this purpose, but 
the substance most commonly employed 
is what is known as “kiesel guhr,”” or 
spongy earth. This is the kind of clay 
formed of minute fogsil shells, great beds 
of which are found in Germany and other 
parts of the world. 

Gun cotton, which was first made in 1846, 
is the form of nitro compound usually em- 
pldyed in war. It is manufactured from or- 
dinary cotton waste treated with a mixture 
of nitric and sulphuric acids. 


are only a few 


There is one very curious point about gun 
cotton. It cannot be made from raw cotton 
in the bale; waste cotton is necessary for 
its manufacture. It seems as if the bleach- 
ing to which manufactured cotton has been 
subjected has something to do with fitting 
the waste for becoming explosive material. 
Olly waste is, however, completely useless 
for making gun cotton, and if even a little 
is carelessly used, a whole batch of the 
manufactured product may be spoiled. 

Gun cotton is so extraordinarily sudden 
in its action that a small quantity has been 
exploded in contact with a heap of gun- 
powder, and has failed to set fire to it. 

The great advantage which gun cotton 
possesses over all other explosives is that 
damp does not injure it. In fact, wet gun 
cotton explodes with just as great violence 
as dry, but is, of course, much harder to 
fire. Consequently it is one of the safest ex- 
plosives to carry, as it can be thoroughly 
wetted before packing and kept wet during 
transport. For mining purposes, or for use 


in war, 
into hard cakes.

parts of gun cotton mixed with fifty-eight 
of nitro-glycerine and five parts of mineral) 
jelly.

Thus, we have a social organiz@tion 
which in process of revolutionary 
change.

The great advantage the men have had 


! thus far in this country has been not 
their superior strength or skill or faith- 
fulness or industry, but that woman has 
worked merely as a temporary expedient. 
She has tenaciously assumed that she 
would presently ‘“‘quit work” and be sup- 
ported by some man. This dream hae 
been largely fanciful. The woman, mar- 
ried, has too often found that she has 
not stopped working, but has undertaken 
a far more laborious and ever grudgingly 
paid occupation. But her indulgence in 
this dream has not only made her wages 
smaller—who will not pay more to a 
worker who expects to go on working 
than a worker who expécts presently to 
quit and .s meanwhile giving at least 
nalf the energy to another occupation, 
that of catching a husband? Indulgence 
in this dream has also prevented Woman 
from cultivating ambition—why struggle 
to rise in an occupation which one hopes 
end intends presently to abandon for an- 
other that is wholly different? 
CHANGES IN THE FUTURE. 

We have an astounding increase in tlie 
rumber of divorcees. We have the in- 
creasing frequency of families where both 
the husband and the wife work, con- 
tributing to the family income. We 
have more and more families where the 
woman's earnings are larger than the 
man’s. We have the familiar restless- 
ness of woman as she views her own con- 
dition and compares it with man’s. Are 
not these unmistakable evidences of a 
coming race of women who will have the 
same ambitions for careers, for getting 
cn, for industrial and social independence 
that men can have? 

To be prepared for astonishing changes 
and developmenis in the relations of men 
and women to each other and to the so- 
cial organization, which is ever more a 
purely industrial, organization, one has 
only to compare half a century ago with 
today. the time when our mothers and 
fathers were young, with this generatioa 
ef ours. Then, the woman who showed 
herself in any department of life noi 
immediately related to the household 
was jooked on as a suspicious charac- 
ter, if ‘there was any reason or excuse 
for thinking she might have remained in

‘\ the withering blight and bitternegs of 
defeat, General C. R. De Wet, the com- 
mander-in-chief of the Boer forces in 
the Orange Free State—that little band 

60 great of heart, which struggled against 
such desperate odds—sat down to write his 
sad story of the :ong and fateful struggle 
of the sturdy men of the ve.ct with the great 
British empire. Toe result of his writing 
is a book which he calls ‘‘Three Years’ War,” 
set forth in the uucompromising language 
of the Dutch, translated into rather trite 
English and published by Charles Scribner’s 
Sons. This book is full of that heart interest 
with which rhetoric has absolutely nothing 
to do. It ig seen at the start that De Wet 
is no writer, and we like this, for it accords 
well With the character of a soldier who 
never knew when he was beaten and simply 
would not surrender until his President had 
given his army over to the enemy. 


Like Cromwell or any other great, sincere 
chieftain, full of the vigor the game, 
De Wet, in the making of history, could 
do the fighting, but he could not do the 
writing. His descriptions of such fights 
as those of Modder Spruit and Nicholson's 
Nek show this readily enough, but even in 
their bald and crude narration they are 
worth reams of ornate ecro!l work by bri!- 
liant correspondents who bring to bear their 
ready-made phrases and their illimitable 
etock of adjectives. For here is the heart 
work, which must move the most unsympa- 
thetic reader. 


The story of the struggle as he tells it gives 
much lucidity to matters heretofore success- 
fully backgrounded by the British. Aside 
from the many revelations made as to the 
internal workings of the war, the interest of 
the reader as he turns over the 500 pages of 
the book centers more and more upon the 
amazing native resources of the Boers—re- 
sources with which actual supplies and re- 
inforcements provided by their governments 
had little to do. Here was a miserably armed, 
poorly fed, irregularly formed little army of 
men—a mere handful as compared with their 
terribly ponderous foe, with no factories and 
no finances, no outlet to the sea and soon 
ehut off from every railroad and every depot, 
for years unconquered in a Jand occupied on 
every hand by their enemies, never fearing 
to face and attack them, capturing from them 
the great bulk of their supplies, their hand 
arms, their field guns, their horses, their 
oxen and much of their clothing, making 
forced marches over seemingly impassable 
inountains, fording seemingly unfordable 
iivers; making swift night detours and at- 
tacks, doubling upon their foe, when they 
-<cemed just within their hands; running 
away in the darkness and facing about sud- 
cenly in an attack in which they always 
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De Wet to the Stricken Boers. 


gave a gcod account of themselves—what an 
amazing people! 

“Can you not see,” De Wet asks his 
reader in a sort of caligraphic despair, 
‘@aring he is making no impression where 
the impression is certainly a deep and 
inecradicable one, ‘‘can you not see that the 
whole course of events was a miracle 
from beginning to end? A miracle of God 
in the eyes of everyone who looks at it 
with an unbiased mind, but even now ap- 
parent to those who had personal exper- 
ience of it?’’ 

To me De Wet now seems a sort of 
Stonewall Jackson, a man full of large- 
eyed faith—a fanatie if you please—w ho 
is always praising God, giving thanksgiv- 
ing, observing the humiliation days most 
meekly—tenderness itself toward his men 
and their animals and toward his pris- 
oners ("I pitied the poor Tommies,”’ he 
exclaims) and yet preserving such a front 
to the foe as Lycurgus the Spartan must 
have presented. He is very critical of 
Prinzloo, the commander-in-chief, whom 
he succeeded and of some of the lesser 
chiefs who lost their battles and surren- 
dered. This criticism is, of course, from 
the point of view of the man who does 
not know how to surrender. 

Very early in his task as a historian De 
Wet begins to prepare his reader for the 
inevitable defeat, but he makes it appear 
that this defeat could have been avoided: 
and his argument, to which he brings un- 
acceptable support, might be accepted if 
he would add that all the men in the 
ranks were De Wets. This, of course, he 
cannot do, for he is as devoid of self- 
consciousness throughout as if no part of 
his writing were autobiography. 

He lays the ultimate defeat to Prinzloo’s 
weakness and strongly suggested duplic- 
ity, to the Kaffirs and to the treachery of 
the national scouts. And yet ‘‘God willed 
ijt so—His name be praised!”’ 

As to the surrender of Genera) Prinz- 
loo, which occurred on July 29, 1900, he 


says. 
“The circumstances of this sur- 


render were 80 suspicious that it. 


is hard to acquit the man who was 
responsible for it of a definite act of 
treachery, and the case against him 
is all the more grave from the fact 
that Vilonel, who was at that time 
serving a term of imprisonment for 
high treason, had a share in the 
transaction.” 

De Wet’s dictum with reference to 
Prinzloo’s request of an armistice is: 

‘A more senseless course of action 
could hardly be imagined. The Boer 
army, as anybody could see, was ina 
very tight place. Die tits officers

think the English would be so fooi- 
ish as to grant an armistice atsncha 
time—when all the burzhers wanted 
was a few days in which to effect 
their escape ?”’ 

Of General Roux’s action in respect toa 
the surrender our historian has this to 
mes 
“El had always heard that he was a 
very cautious man, and yet on this 
occasion he acted like a child, going 
in person to General Hunter’s camp 
to protest against the surrender on 
the ground that it was he (Roux) and 
not Prinstoo that was commander- 
tn-chief.’’ 

What is the God-fearing De Wet's judg- 
ment upon this surrender? Read his vig- 


orous. English-translated Dutch on this 


subject and see: 

“It was nothing short of an act of 
murder, committed on the Govern- 
ment, the country and the nation to 
surrender 3,000 men in such a way. 
Even the burghers themselves can- 
not be held to have been altogether 
without guilt, though they can justly 
plead that they were only obeying 
orders.’’ 

In reference to the treachery of the Boer 
scouts, he says that the English only 
learned the art of scouting during the latter 
part of the war, when they made use of the 
Boer deserters — “the Hands-uppers.” 
‘“‘These deserters,’’ he declares, ‘‘were our 
undoing."’ Again he says, ‘From the first 
weeks of the winter of 1901 the English be- 
gan to make night attacks upon us; at last 
they had found out a way of inflicting severe 
losses upon us; and then night attacks grew 
more and more frequent during the last 
period of the war. But they would never 
have thought of them at all if they had not 
been instructed in them by the National 
Scouts—OUR OWN FLESH AND BLOOD!” 

De Wet makes reference from time to 
time to the frightful effect of lyddite, used so 
unsparingiy by the British. On one occa- 
sion a lyddite shell fell into the position 
held by Commandant Steenekamp near 
Bethlehem and struck a rock behind which 
were twenty-five horses. Without a single 
exception every horse was killed. A young 
bugler, while riding behind a ridge and 
thus quite hidden from the enemy, was 
struck by a bomb and both he and his horse 
were blown to atoms. Yet with the tre- 
mendous shelling from the British that was 
elways going on there were comparatively 
few casualties. Da Wet says that he docs

were poor shots. ‘I ascribe our comparative 


immunity,” he says, “to a Higher Power, 
which averted misfortune from us.”’ 
‘A Higher Power! Ever the faith in the 


Higber Power!

After De Wet was forced into the Trung- 


vaal and was returning to the Orange Free 


State, he encountered some of the greatest 
difficulties of his whole campaign. His 
horses were exhausted and the English were 
ciosing in upon himin mighty numbers. In 
order to escape he decided on climbing the 
Magalies mountains without a path or a 
road! He tells of this ascent in the follow- 
ing languege: 

Near by there was a Kafflr hut, and I rode 
up to it. When the Kaffir came out to me ! 
pointed to the Magalies mountains and asked: 
Right before us—can & Man cross there’”’’ 
No, baas; you cannot,” the Kaffir answered. 
‘‘Has aman never ridden across there?’’ 
“Yes, baas,”’ replied the Kaffir, ‘‘long ago.”’ 
*“‘Do babcons walk across?’’ 

“‘Baboons do, but not a man.”’ 

“Come on,’ I said to my burghers. ‘This 
fs our cnly way, and where a baboon can cross 
we can cross.’’

The author ts vory caustic In his cen- 
sure of the British in regard to their 
mistreatment of the Boer women. He 
says that proclamations had been issued 
by Lord Roberts prescribing that any 
building within ten miles from the rail- 
way where the Boers had blown up or 
broken up the railway line should he 
burnt down. This was carried out not 
only within the specified radius, but also 
everywhere throughout the State. Every- 
where houses were burnt down or de- 
stroyed by, dynamite, and worse sstill, 
furniture and the grain,.were burnt and 
the sheep, cattle and horses were carried 
aff. Nor was it long before horses were 
shot down in beaps and the sheep killed 
by thousands by Kaffirs and National 
Scouts or run through by the troops with 
their bayonets.

He is very bitter in his denunciation of the 
British for tearing children from < their 
mothers’ arms and keeping a separate watch 
over them. He says that was the reason 
why he was obliged to take along with him 
60 many young lads, hardly able to carry a 
rifle, and adds: ‘‘Some of these little ones 
became a prey to the bullets of the enemy

The story of his attempt to enter Cape 
Colony, with a large body of British troops 
at his rear, is very interesting. Here he 
details some of the ruses by which he misled 
the attacking forces and kept them from fol- 
lowing him too closely. It was a common 
thing for his seasoned men of the veidt to 
deceive the British and ‘“‘make fools of 
them.”” The burghers who had the best 
horses would remain behind any rise or kop 
they could find in the neighborhood.

of itself, it frequently produces the 
most positive results. Indefinite in its 
sources, its branches reach out into 
every cranny of the body politic, 
tributaries feed its main stream, and 
it finally races, a turbulent, 
torrent, devastating character, bowl- 
ing over reputations, drowning hopes 


and aspirations and fair fame. There | 


is a very slender thread of good running through 
many evil agents in society’s vast organization, 
but against gossip we may launch the anathema 
hurled by Stevenson at his “Mr. Hyde”—“of all 
things earthy, this dlone is-pure, unmixed evil.” For 
there is not a single redeeming trait to palliate the 
wreckage which malicious, unheeding current re- 
port leaves in its wide wake. If we assert that the 
fear of conventional censure or gossip keeps many 
tentative sinners in the straight path, we vittate all 
the virtue which lies in the proposition—for well- 
doing through compulsion is never permanent, 
never healthy in its effects. 

To no one stratum of society is this fault con- 
fined. The most exclusive circles of swelldom as 
well as the lowly cot of the day laborer are shrines 
at which incense is perpetually offered up to this 
joss of talkative, credulous, ill-thinking humanity. 
And women are not the sole offenders. Authors 
and public writers have often sought to convey the 
impression that scandal originated with the daugh- 
ters of Countess Eve; that it reaches its height 
midst the convivial glow of the teapot and assumes 
its ugliest, most vulgar phase when it exchangés: 
tidbits with the neighbor over the back fence. But 
men are by no means guiltless. Drop down on a 
group of men, from any class of life, and provided 
they be well acquainted with each other, you wili 
hear enough gossip about different members of their 
set to stock your imagination for the next twelve 
months. Men gossip about their employers, about 
the private actions of their friends, about women 
of their acquaintance—anything that offers a fair 
field for comment of a bearish, or salacious nature. 
The covert hint, the significant smile, the pointes 
gesture, the word unspoken but implied—all thes: 
are agents which, with the masculine section, serve 
to nourish and perpetuate the gossip which sting 
and withers. 

There are many kinds of gossip, and we believe 
that some day an expert will be found to properly 
classify them. ‘To begin with, there is the man or 
woman whose talk is utterly reckless. They take 
fast hold upon some loose word dropped by a friend, 
or even a stranger, and adding to and distorting the 
substance, weave a story which may set a decent, 


‘peaceable family by the ears, perhaps even disrupt it. 


Generally, this species has so little business of its 
own to transact that it gladly takes on its shoulders 
the burden of the private affairs of others. Usually, 
too, its typ€ is well provided with imagination, and 
with a faint idea of the course of action which self 
would pursue under a given set of circumstances, 
finishes the tale with an eye to artistic and sensa- 
tional effects. 

Again, there is the constitutional gadder( some- 
times the g should be clipped), who arisés in the 
morning with the idea dominant that some choice 
scandal must be located during the day, with which 
to regale friend and neighbor. Like an enter- 
prising cat on the lookout for rats, their scent is 
constantly attuned to the rooting out of anything 
which resembles food for gossip; it becomes second 
nature, and they develop into experts. The matter 
is aggravated, too, by the fact that their peculiar, 
gossip-gathering proclivity gains them a ready en- 
trance into certain circles, too vapid to invent in- 
cidents of their own, and ready to accept any idle, 
damaging tale which may tickle the sense of curi- 
csity foratime. And may we be delivered from the 
male or female gossip, who preface their libellous 
declarations with the uplifted eyes and hands of 
aversion, and pity for the frailty of others! <A ruse 
to whet the appetite of the audience and give a 
pretense to the retailing of their foul-smelling wares. 

Another vicious, deliberate type of gossip exists— 
the kind which uses the truth as a foundation, and 
builds on it a superstructure of conjecture, quasi- 
intuition, prurient speculation. 

The types which we have outlined are the more 
boldly defined, strongly contrasted. There is a 
myriad host of less important ones which bore 
through the structure of society in every direction, 
and use insinuation and innuendo ag the chief pois- 
ons to injure other reputations. These are the real 
vivi-sectionists, who place the victim on the operat- 
ing table of publicity and slice away at the living 
flesh and quivering nerve. |

ed to repeat gossip, or to give vent to questionable 
information, shot with ‘spleen, remember—

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Genius of Experience and 
the Strenuous Life 


HERE is as vast a differenge between 
the customs and mental habits of the 
people living on this side of the, At- 
lantic and those living of the other 
as there is distance between the 
physical boundaries of the two lands. 
The Englishman’ is deliberate, 
studied, stolid in all that he thinks 
and says and does; he is leisurely 
about getting down to business in the 
morning ; he closes his office at 5 or 6 
in the evening and devotes the re- 
mainder of the day to a complete ab- 


which direct his mind in a channel 
directly opposite to that in which runs his daily 
business. Generally he has some particular hobby, 
the cost of which varies with his income, but some 
specified pursuit which affords an interest in his 
life other than that of shillings and pounds, or 
getting ahead in the world. He takes ample time 
to eat his meals, and he makes it a cardinal principle 
to get plenty of healthy sléep. Take each one of 
these particulars, and as you check them off one by 
one with the same details in’ American life, you will 
discover that they differ in every instance. 

The typical American business or professional 
man is quick, nervous, impulsive in his actions ; his 
mind seems to be constantly set upon a hair trigger, 
and it operates with lightning rapidity; he rises 
early, scrambles through a form of breakfast, rushes 
to his occupation, puts his whole soul in its pertorm- 
ance, and frequently remains at the desk or in the 
study until the evening is well advanced toward ma- 
turity. The regulation American has no hobby; his 
business is frequently his sole pleasure and he clips 
the hours of sleep, ignores simple pleasure and sel- 
dom gives his faculties a variety in occupation, His 
imeals even are eaten as a matter of grave unpor- 
Itance ‘and if he attends social gatherings he is com- 
pelled to confine his conversational sallies to sub- 
jects revolving about his every-day affairs. We 
are speaking, of course, of the average workaday 
man, not of the devotee of society. 

And, seemingly, the American prospers most’ 
abundantly, from a financial standpoint. His bank 
uccount increases and he is able to supply his tamily 
with luxuries within a comparatively short time 
after beginning his business career. The [nglish- 
man, on the other hand, makes a substantial, but un- 
ostentatious living for his dependents. Jhere are 


ic a plethora of solid comfort and the head of the 
house enjoys every day of his life in a normal man- 
ner. In the long run, too, ‘the great difference 1s 
seen. At 50 and §5 the general run of Americans 
are verging on partial collapse. Powers of digestion 
are badly impaired, the physicaj energies are flag- 
ging, the mind works draggingly and the general

We talk glibly nowadays about men and women 
of genius. Nearly all of us believe, if the truth be 
told, that genius is a divine endowment, and that 
those fortunate beings who have something -like 
supernatural skill in concentrated directions are to 
be congratulated as being favored of the gods. but 
there is another species of genius which is open to 
any man or woman, no matter of how humble intel- 
lectual caliber, provided they possess ordinary pow- 
ers of perception and discernment. It is the genius 
of experience. Patrick Henry's trite  platitude, 
“there is but one lamp by which my feet are 
guided, and that is the lamp of experience; I have 
no way of judging of the future save by the past,” 1s 
applicable to the individual in marvelous degree. 
By the time an average toiler along the pathway has 
arrived at middle age, inevitably, he has passed 
through almost every experience which falls to the 
lot of man. He has graduated from the grandest, 
most thorough school of the ages and he should be 
in a position, not only to enjoy life in an exalted 
conception of the term, but to atcomplish the best 
work of his career. : 

If we, who are hammering away dav after 
and often late at night, at the doors of fortune and 
fame and mere Sicha once keenly realize this 
basic principle we will gain an inestimable lesson 
from the life of our imperturbable,easy-going British 
cousins. Haste and energy are desirable in sen- 
sible proportions, but it is as easy to. overdo them 
as it is to crowd the digestive system with unwhole- 
sone tood.

mother promptly burned up. From the 
age of 19 for over forty notable years he 
devoted himself exclusively to literature, 
and honorable results have accrued to his 


country from his devotion to his chosen 
profession. 

His first novel was entitled ‘‘Martin 
Faber'"' and mace a decidedly favorable 
impression, It has been truly said of this 
work that “it was a unit in conception, 
clearly concelved, and written In a style 
aglow with energy and pagsion.’’ 

The story was thé tale of an exceeding- 
ly guilty love and the complex nature 
of a crime, and the cry of blood from the 
éarth, and finally the magic power which 
caused the murderer to point to his own

Simms was probably the most versatile 
of our Amefricdn novelists. The promi-

“Simms labored assiduously and threw 
off from year to year,:sometimes from 
month to“ month, “his rapid series of fic- 
tion’: now dealing with the.rugged ‘ortgi- 
nal and aboriginal characters of, early 
American .life; now depicting the heroic 
achievements of the -knights of elder 
Spain.and the. crafty Saracén; now amid 
the tropic blo6bms of Florida; now in thé 
abandom of southwestern life; now on 
the dark and bloody ground—covering the 
whole range of southérh -and- southwest- 
ern life.

Even up to the time of his death in 1870 
Simms found writing so easy that he was 
exceedingly careless, causing portions of 
his works to be both ungrammatical and 
unfinished. After a visit to the home of 
Simms, near the city of Charleston, Ed- 
gar Allen Poe said of him: 

“He has more vigor, more imagination 
more movement ‘and more ‘general ca- 
pacity than any other American novelist. 
I have always thought 
firmly convinced of thfs fact- now than 
ever.”’ \ 

Simms wrote histories, dramas, biogra-

FAMOUS NAVAL TRIALS.

The ensign charged that Captain Jones 
had struzk him, and when he remonstrat 
ed, all the satisfaction he received was 
that if he got in the captain's way again 
he would pe “heaved overboard.” Cap- 
tain Jones explained in his replv that he 
pieaded guilty to being overhasty, but 
that he did not really intend to drown the 
youth. He hinted, however, that it was 
for. the good of the service to give the 
ycungsters such talk occasionally—that it 
kcptethem in their places. Captain Jones 
was found guilty and sentenced to a pri- 
vate reprimand. Tradition says that this 
reprimand was administered when the 
president of the court invited the brave 
old sailor out to drink the health of all 
concerned in the Inquiry.

Wr - » Ghe Sanny South 
HEY call it Ottolay, “Land 
of the Sky.” principally 
because it {is usually so 
cloucy there is very little 
sky to be seen. But the 
name is a pretty one and 
the Indian who applied it 
to this fascinating nook in 
the North Carolina moun- 
tains is to be congratu- 
lated on his lack of verac- 
ity aS a name giver. The 
white man, however, with 
his disagreeable persisten- 
ey in naming things as they are and not 
as they ought to be, has swept Ottolay 
aside and called it the Great Smoky 
mountain instead. So, up the Great 
Smoky mountain I climbed to see the no- 
ble red man. 

J had heard much of the primitive wild- 
ness Of this Ottolay before I get out. 
There was_a 12-mile climb from the last 
house on the Tennessee side to the first 
house on the North Carolina side, and 
there might be any kind of adventure 
in the way of a bear or an Ipdian be- 
tween. Therefore, I was very glad to 
have my bloodhound along with me. Of 
course, this bloodhound is not trained in 
Indian warfare, neithegais he accustomed 
to stay his appetite off bear steak. But 
he is the proper thing for such a trip in 
appearance, anyway, and putsS on a de- 
lightfully bold front. Probably that is 
why we were spared an adventure with a 
bear. 

We met Indian, however, not far 
from the the mountain. I saw him 
coming up the trail a long distance be- 
low me. A squaw was with him. It was 
a noble sight. ‘“Here,’’ IT thought, “is the 
untamed savage in his primeval wilder- 
ness. His thoughts are intent on noble 
game. Before him the swift deer and 
the.buxom bear will fall an easy prey. 
He carries none of the white man’s 
weapons with him. His own prowess and 
cunning are more than a match for the 
wildest beast of the jungle. At his side 
trave!s his sure-focted spouse come to 
Witness and rejoice in her lord’s skill. 
There will shortly be a great slaughter.’”’ 

Then I stood aside as’ these two Chil- 
dren of Nature reached me. I tucked 
the bloodhound between my legs and 
bowed . profoundly. I would speak to 
them, although, of course, they would 
fail to understand the rude dialect of the 
paleface. So I said:

Savages came forward to entertain me. 
The entertainment consisted in throwing 
Stones at the dog and regarding me as a 
fort of vaudeville performer whose prin- 
cipal function was to provide mirth. I 
Was disappointed in these savages. They 
@re as undignified as the paleface. Tho 
dog was also disappointed. Nevertheless, 
we concluded to stay with them in order 
that we might learn the festive war 
dance with the maidens and to take the 
scalps from our enemies with the men.

Carolina. 


This benevolence first showed 
itself sixty-seven years ago. At that 
time these Cherokees were Spread over 
the sixteen mountain counties of the ex- 
treme western portion of the state. Into 
this wild section they had been pushed 
and crowded from the more fertile lands 
eastward ever since the advent of the 
White man. 

But they made their stand in the moun-

in the generations of 
ancestors as the memory of their 
wisest could run. This was their home, 
they knew no other. Centuries before 
the first caravel of the white-face crossed 
the Atlantic their fathers had lived and 
died here. But sixty-seven years ago 
Uncle Sam taught them that was all 
wrong.  Ottolay might be the “Land of 
Sky,” but it was not, necessarily, 
the land of the Indian. Uncle Sam was 
expanding vigorously at that time, and he 
told these deluded savages that their

tains were their fatherland and that they 
would sooner die than Hve elsewhere. 
This, of course, was reprehensible on 
thelr part and showed their lack of ap- 
preciation of Uncle Sam's regard for their 
welfare. Consequently, the latter was 
compelled to chastise them. For a num- 
ber of years, accordingly, there was a 
cat and dog time in Ottolay. The five 
hundred disobedient Indians who defiled 
the edict of banishment hid in the moun- 
tains, while the United States troops 
that were turned loose on tpem expended 
a valuable amount of energy looking for 
them. Finding that this attempf?d vap- 
ture of these savages was futile, the gov- 
ernment generously decided to compro- 
mise. 

A truce was thereupon proclaimed and 
the Indians, coming out of their hiding 
Places, were informed that out of the 
immense tract of mountain land they 
had formerly occupied they might now 
settle on a few thousand acres near the 
Tennessee and North Carolina boundary 
line, which they should buy for them- 
selves out of the land that had been set 
aside for them in _ Indian Territory. 
Hence the present Indian reservation and 
schoo! in the mountains of North Caro- 
lina and the touching solicitude with 
which the government looks after these 
wayward children of the forest. 

There are not many of the latter who 
remember the palmy days of the Otto- 
lay that existed before the governments 
decree of banishment. 

There is one veteran, however, who 
still lives in dreams of that far off past 
and to whom thése present degenerate 
davs are an insubstantial mirage. He 
is one of the oldest Indians living in the 
United States today, his age being reck- 
oned from hundred to one hundred 
and ten years. Joan Kehleeotuy, he is 
called, or John Axe, as tue name js trans- 
lated in the Anglo-Saxon patois, the 
patriarch of the Cherokees. I heard of 
him during my stay on the reservation, 
and persuaded another venerable brave, 
“Uncle Jake,”’ who bears the proud title 
cf Indian policeman, to take me to his 
retreat among tae mountains. 

Not in the tepee of his ancestors dia 
we find old John Axe, but in the primitive 
log cabin that still sets the architectural 
fashion in this wild section of the Ap- 
palachiang, He was seated in the open 
doorway as we drew our mules up at the 
hack of ais house, nor, in characteristic 
Indian fashion, did he evince the slight 
est recognition of our presence until we 
walked in and planted ourselves in front 


of him. 
Then he straightened up his huge 
figure, and withdrawing his impenetrable

But John, 
when he got into a thoroughly remi- 
niscent mood, dwelt principally on 4a 
grievance he had against Andrew Juck- 
son. He says that eighty or ninety years 
ago he remembers Jackson coming 
among them to get help in a war ‘ae wags 
waging against the Creeks in the north- 
ern part of Georgia. Old John was liv- 
ing in Macon county then, in Cawee, 
where he was born. Jackson made a 
great impression on the Cherokees at that 
time; they liked ‘aim, he was a young 
brave whose leadership they were glad 
to follow. John didn’t volunteer him- 
self in the “Jackson war,’’ but to them 
all Jackson promised liberal bounty in 
the shape of western lands that he told 
the Indians taey might sell if they liked, 
So many of the Cherokees went with 
Jackson and whipped the Creeks effect- 
ually. But when the war was over Jack- 
son failed to make good his promises, 
and hone of the warriors were pald ex- 
cept the Cherokee chief, Junaiuskti. 

Old Joan still cherishes the hope that 
the government at Washington will pay 
the Cherokee tribe what was promised 
it in the Jackson war, and he asked |: 
thought Jackson's word was still good 
with the government. Old John has not 
followed recent political developments 
very closely, and nourisaes a child-like 
faith in the value of a claim against the 
government that might rcceive consid- 
erable enlightenment were he to trans- 
fer his hundred and ten years from his 
native wilds to the nation’s capita!. There 
are still things for ‘aim to learn. 

John Axe, although he is regarded as 
the patriarch of the North Carolina Cher- 
okees, is not the official chief of the tribe, 
To tae latter I paid my respects after 
visiting old John. ‘his chief, Jesse Reed 
by name, is a middle-aged man, whose 
grandfather was a Scotchman. Reed is 
thus one-quarter white. In appearance, 
however, he is a full-blooded Indian. Con- 
sidering his age, Reed has had a varied 
career, 

He served for toree years in the civij) 
war on the confederates side. One hun- 
dred and fifty Indians of the same tribe 
served in the war with him. At the end 
of the war he became a brick masdn gnd 
then a Baptist preacher, Three yeurs 
ago he was elected caief of the Chero- 
kees on the munificent salary of $260 a 
year. 

The political system in vogue among 
these Indians is thoroughly unique. Some 
have called it a “republic within a re- 
public’ and such a definition might pass 
muster—if it were not for a very large 
string that is attached to the repubiic. 
In form tne government obtaining with 
the Cherokees certainly does resemble 
the American system. Thus, the chief is 
elected by a popular vote for a term of 
four years. He is the executive head 
of the tribe. With him is a cabinet, or 
executive committee it is calied, of five 
members, whose business it is to con- 
sult with toe chief. The other branch 
of thig Indian government is a ‘‘council,”’ 
consisting of sixteen members ¢iecic.u 
for two years by a@ popular vote. This 
council] holdg a charter from the state 
of North Carolina, in whose courts it is

Al! legis- 
lative measures are passed upon by this 
council and ratified or vetoed by the 
chief. 

The latter’s veto ean be overthrown by 
a two-tonirds vote of the council. So far, 
this Indian system is modeled pldiniy 
on our own, but here comes in_ the 
“string’’ that topples over the pretty 
little republic of the red man. Any 
measure or law that passes the council 
and receives the signature of the chici 
must be sanctioned by the commissioncr 


to become operative. Tae medium be- 
tween the Indians and the commissioner 
is the superintendent, or agent, who {fis 
really in supreme control on the reserva- 
tion. 

Thus, the Indians have really no au- 
thority in their own affairs, their chief, 
cabinet and council being merely a sort 
of play at government which serve to 
amuse and keep them quiet as well as to 
sift and dispose of some of the details 
of their “‘republic’’ that would otherwise 
be a tedious drain on the time of the 
commissioner or the superintendent, 

Between these two officials, indeed, the 
noble red man has nothing left that he 
can call his own, the power of the gov- 
This 
applies especially to the Indian land or 
reservation. This consists in all of 
about 100,000 acres. and was paid for by 
Indian money, although it belonged to 


him centuries before the white man came 
to this country. Nevertheless, in spite 
of this double title to his land, the Indian 
cannot part with or even rent an acre 
of it without the consent of the commis- 
sioner at Washington. 

Nor do the political woes of the Chero- 
kees end here. The tribe is criminally 
and civilly Hable to the state of North 
Carolina, into whose treasury its taxes 
are paid. Until recently the Indian had 
the right of suffrage in North Carolina 
but the law which has lately been passed 
disfranchising the negro has been’ con- 
strued, also. as debarring members of the 
Cherokee tribe from the right to vote. I 
was on the reservation during the last 
election day when this law went in force 
and looked for a playful game of toma- 
hawks before the polls were closed. Feel- 
ing ran high as there wds a close race 
between the congressional candidtes. 
Moreover, the Indlan agent and superin- 
tendent, H. W. Spray, is the republican 
leader in the district, and the Indians

Ke; The Lake That Came in a Night 


as the night on which it disappeared be- 
neath the waves, and of late years it 
has been a source of much concern to 
lumbermen and the question of its re- 
demption for market purposes has several 
times been agitated. 

Of greater concern, however, to those 
who own the greater part of the lake is 
the value of the shallows, which cover 
not less than 25,000 acres, for agricul- 
tural purposes should it be possible to 
lower the water in the lake a few feet by 
drainage and pumping. Believing this 
practicable an effort was recently made 
to effect this purpose. But other riparian 
owners protested, and the matter was 
taken before the courts for settlement. 
'The lower court rendered a decision in 
| favor of the objectors, and the promoters 
carried it to the supreme court of Ten- 
nessee, whith honorable body sutained the 
decision of the lower court enjoining the 
waters of the lake with a view to lower- 
same. This decision of the su- 
court of the state was rendered 
during June of this year, and it was 
hailed with satisfaction by the sports- 
men and others Interested in the historical 
body of water. The hunters claimed that 
lif the shallows should be drained the 
‘water fowl would desert the lake, as tney 
cannot feed in the deep water. It would

IGHWAY robberies were of 
common occurrence, and 
as a rule resulted in mur- 
der. The Mexican high- 
wayman Was an unscrupu- 
lous sort of scoundrel, a 
fiend who struck in the 
dark. Hidalgo road going 
toward Zapato reeks with 
the blood of men who 
were murdered for their 
few valuables. At one 
spot on this road where it

N the brief space ef a 
month after the killing of 
Winters our small island 
and inclosure wae visited 
by yellow fever. It made 
fearful ravages among 
the limited number, Ssta- 
tioned there, sweeping 
nearly every officer at the 
post away. It struck 
from earth our best of- 
ficers and permitted the 
heartless ones to recover, 
to repeat again, I suppose, 
more of their cruelties upon humanity 
under their command. The ways of 
Providence are mysterious, and no doubt 
it was done for some good and wise pur- 
pose. 

Among the first to succumb to the 
dread disease was Brevet Major J. Sim 
Smith, surgeon in charge. Dr. Smith, 
on his arrival at the post, which was 
but a few months before, corrected in 
various instances the abuse and reign- 
ing terrors which abounded there. He 
was, indeed, a man of humanity and 
kindness, a gentleman by birth and cul- 
ture—the soldiers’ and prisoners’ friend 
and protector, and his memory lives in 
the mind and the heart of all by whom 
he was then surrounded as all that was 
good, pure, upright and _ noble. He 
worked with untiring zeal whilst the fe- 
ver raged. unti!l the fatal malady struck 
him down upon the bed of _ sickness, 
where he lingered but three days and 
died. He received every attention from 
Dr. Mudd, who, at that period, had 
charge. 

Mrs. Smith was lying in an adjacent 
room, sick with the fever. Dr. Mudd 
paid her every attention and worked un- 
faiteringly to save her life. His efforts 
were crowned with success and she re- 
covered from the disease. During the 
period of the sickness of Dr. Smith and 
family there was neither an officer nor 
an officer’s wife that came near them 
to administer to their wants, their cases 
devolving upon the care of Dr. Mudd, 
and faithfullv did he perform all that 
lay within his power. 

In a short time the fever proved epi- 
demic, and men could be seen falling 
down in every section of the fort as the 
dread malady seized them. When in 
former times officers were parading 
about devising plans wherewith to tor- 
ture the soldiers and nothing 
was seen or neard of them, they keeping 
themselves closely closeted, a pall like 
unto death seemingly hanging over the 
officers’ quarters. Fear was depicted 
upon the countenance of every one on 
the island, each looking for his turn 
next. 

Two of the companies were. removed to 
the adjacent islands, thereby being saved 
from the fever's fearful ravages. Two 
companies were retained to guard the 
fort and prisoners. Prisoners had. to 
stand the brunt of the fever. their only 
safety being in an overruling Providence. 
Out of the fifty-two confined 
there but two died, whereas the garrison 
lost in officers and men thirty-seven.

vent the garrison from being infected. 
Sick patients, seated in a small boat, 
were conveyed over, confronted by cof- 
fins which were piled up in the bow of 
the boat. This of itself was sufficient 
to cause alarm, and even to kill the 
faint-hearted, of whom there were quite 
a number collected on that small area 
of seven and a half acres. 

With but few exceptions 
were conveyed to the key in 
boat fell victims to the disease, 
buried beneath the sandy 
Dr. Mudd was given charge he stated 
to the commanding officer that it would 
be advisable to discontinue this practice; 
that the fever was in our midst, and that 
{t could not be dislodged until the poison 
had expended jiself, advising that all 
cases be brought to and treated at the 
hospital. This was acceded to, and, 
from his manner of treatment in the 
disease, a change -was soon to be 
noted. 

From this period until the arrival from 
Key West of Dr. Whitehurst everything 
was progressing favorably, no death 0¢- 
curring. Dr. Whitehurst, perfectly con- 
versant with the mode 
having had immense practice in the dis- 
ease, approved Dr. Mudd’s manner of 
treatment. and it was continued through- 
out the period the fever raged in our 
midst. The fever began to assume a 
more virulent type. and in spite of the 
untiring exertion of both began to make 
sad inroads into our numbers. 

Every now ‘thought of 
There was no respect shown by 
tendants, they being soldiers taken from 
different compauies, to either the dead 
or the dving. No soorpr had the breath 
left the body thaif it was coffined and 
hurried over to its resting 
there being a boat. with a crew, detailed 
as the burving party, always 
In many instances coffins were brought 
into the hospital and placed alongside 
of the bed to receive the body of some 
one expected to die,,and had to be 
moved again, the patient still tenacious- 
ly clinging to life. 

Men less sick were 
these proceedings, it having a tendency 
to cause their own condition to become 
worse. During the terrible ordeal of the 
fever the garrison kept itself, duties be- 
ing neglected by both officers and soldiers. 
During its progress the island assumed 
a different aspect. The island, which he- 
fore was more like a place peopled bs 
fiends than anything else it could be 
compared with, suddenly became calm, 
quiet and peaceful. Fear stood out upon 
the face of every human being. 

Some attempted to assume the tone of 
gaiety and indifference, but upon their 
faces could be read traces of other feel- 
ings. For two months the fever raged 
in our midst, creating havoc among those 
dwelling there. During this time Dr. 
Mudd was never idle. He worked both 
day and night, and was always at post, 
faithful to Ws calling, relieving the suf- 
ferings of humanity as far as laid within 
his power. The fever “having abated 
through the want of more subjects, a 
contract physician from New York ar- 
rived at the post and relieved Dr. White- 
hurst of his duties. When the new doc- 
tor took charge thére were but two or 
three sick, and they were in a State of 
convalescence. 

Soon thereafter Dr. Mudd was taken 
down with the fever in his quarters, and 
during the entire period of his illness was 
never visited by the New York doctor, 
the surgeon in charge, he remaining clos- 
eted in his room. The only 
treatment received by Dr. Mudd during 
his illness was administered at the hands 
of Spangler and myself. True, neither 
of us knew much about the disease or its 
treatment, all the experience either pos- 
sessed being derived from observation 
during its prevalence, and the 
treatment having been learned from per- 
sonal experience in the nursing of pa- 
tients pnder our charge. 

Dr. Mudd was watched over by us botb 
day and night in turns. We adopted the 
same method of treatment in his tase as 
had been administered by him in ours, 
through which he happily recovered. He 
stated upon his recovery that had it not 
been for our care and watchfulness he 
would have died, and thanked each of us 
in unmeasured terms for our friendly 
consideration. 

Dr. Mudd had worked during the preva- 
lence of the yellow fever with an up- 
faltering zeal, until nature was well-nigh 
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exhausted, relieving in every way at his 
command and knowledge the sufferings 
of humanity, but when afflicted himself 
he was left entirely to the mercies of 
God and the limited Knowledge of his 
two companions, which fact had the ap- 
pearance of a desire for his death on the 
part of those at the head of affairs. 

We felt from the first that we had been 
transported to Dry Tortugas to fall vie- 
tims to the many dreadful poisons of 
malaria generated in that climate. Hap- 
pily we lived through it all, and I am 
permitted to give to the world at large 
some inkling of the many wrongs, tor- 
tures and sufferings inflicted upon us dur- 
ing the period of nearly four long years 
of exile. In the month of October, 1867, 
the fever having exhausted itself and 
finally stamped out, and with it, to a 
great extent, the harsh and rigorous 
measures which had heretofore’ been 
adopted in the manner of our imprison- 
ment, some of the privileges which we 
had taken during its prevalence were cur- 
tailed, but for the most part the others 
were not countermanded by the officer 
in command, 

The officers who garrisoned the fort at 
this time, with the exception of two, fell 
victims to the disease. A lieutenant re- 
covered alone through the kind care and 
watchful nursing and attention ef Colonel 
Grenfell. who remained with shim . day 
and night, administering to his slightest 


want. The officers Who died of the dis- 


ease were coffined and borne to their last, 


resting place by the prisoners of the 
post, no respect peing shown by the 
other officers. Even wives were carried 
in like manner.to the grave, the husband 
remaining in his quarters. 

Everything went on smoothly after the 
fever until the month of December, 156i, 
when there arrived upon the island a no- 
tary public, purporting to be from the 
state of Florida. His business at first was 
unknown, as it frequently happened taat 
strangers came into our midst on a visli 
to the commanding officer. His business, 
however. was soon made known to us. We 
were ordered separately to his presence, 
and found he was one of the commission- 
ers appointed by the congressional com- 
mittee to investigate Into the particulars 
connected with the assassination of Presi- 
dent Lincoln. 

Letters were shown to us as coming 
from Benjamin F. Butler authorizing the 
obtain. our voluntary state- 
We were farced into his pres- 
ence—did not gv voluntarily—accomaa- 
nied by an armed guard. When I1 was 
sent for by him and seated he handed me 
his credentials to peruse, which I care- 
fully did. I returned them to him, stat- 
ing that I knew nothing concerning the 
business he was upon; that a statement 
of all tne facts that I knew of had been 
placed in the hands of the government 
upon my arrest, and that the government 
was perfectly conversant with all the 
knowledze that I possessed, and, from my

During its writing the notary held out 
every inducement to cause not only my- 
self. but the others, to swear falsely, stat- 
ing that if we could implicate any others 
we would be released from our imprison- 
ment and carried to Wasnington as wit- 
nesses. His advent was about the time of 
the attempted impeachment of Andrew 
Johnson, president of the United States, 
nis visit alone was to attempt to 
cause us to falsely implicate Andrew 
Johuson in the assassination. 

There Was a great deal of unpleasant- 
pervading our interviews, and high 
words followed when he wished me to 
avpend my signature to an affidavit arawr 
up by nimself. Throughout my state- 
ment le attempted to place his construc- 
tion upen it. and obliterated my writings, 
until -finally I requeSted to be informed 
whether he came to write my statemen: 
himself or did he* came to obtain mine 
l refused to sign my name to his aftidavi 
as drawn up by. himiself. statimg that #t 
inferred that of which I knew nothing.

As soon as the new commander assum- 
ed the reins of power the tendency to 
persecute Grenfell became apparent. it 
having been stated to me by Major An- 
drews, before departure, that his suc- 
cessor felt very bitter toward Grenfell.

him, it nearly being the means of his dis- 
missal from the service. 

When the provost marsha] found pris- 
oners contented and oberient some new 
order was issued to awaken them from 
it. He picked as provost guards the

ed the prisoners under their charge in 
every’ conceivable manner. Colore!] Gren- 
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fell, finding, as he afterwards expressed 
to me, that they had started upon him to 
kill him inch by inch, determined to at- 
tempt to escape at all hazards, preferring, 
as he said, a watery grave to the in- 
dignitfes imposed upon him. \ 

Grenfell at this time had charge of 
the smal] garden lately made within the 
inclosure of the fort. The major, on as- 
suming command, relieved Grenfell from 
this duty, and placed the old man at the 
heaviest work that was to be done. Each 
day was productive of changes and eaca 
change bred a worse condition. 

Finding persecution setting gradually in 
upon him more and more, Grenfell went 
cautiously to work with others and soon 
succeeded in making arrangements to es- 
cape. There was a soldier by the name of 
William Norrell who had received very 
harsh treatment and was enxious to de- 
sert. With this man Grenfell formed his 
plans,’ in combination with another sol- 
dier of the same company. 

On tne night of March 6, 1868, 
plans were completed. Norrell 
sentinel on post No. 2, guarding 
small boats within the boom.

No 
one knew anything of it. The hour of 
12 arrived. when the sentinel on post No. 
1 cried out the hour. No sound came 
from post No. 2. No. 1 again cried out 
the hour. and yet no sound from post 
No. 2.

stealthily upon the post. expecting, no 
doubt. to find the sentinel asleep, a s8ub- 
ject for courtmartial. Behold his amaze- 
ment when no sentinel could be found. 
He forthwith returned to the guard house, 
reported the fact to the serged@nt, who in 
turn reported to the officer of the day. 
Soon there was a commotion all through 
the fort. men hurrying here and there in 
search of the missing man, and then to 
the prisoners’ quarters in search, being 
assured that an escape had taken place. 

After diligent search it was found that 
Grenfell and others were missing, and. 
into the boom, they realized 
accomplishing it. Norrell 
deserted his post. carrying his gun and 
equipment with him. 

Everything remained quiet during the 
remainder of the night. but the next 
morning the fort within was all bustle 
and preparation for pursuit. There was 
lying in the harbor at the 
time, the commander of which readily 
consented to go-on the search. and about 
8 o'clock she steamed out after the es- 
caped party. After cruising neariy the 
entire day they failed to hear or see any- 
thing « the escased party, and the 
steamer returned to the harbor again.

FHlavana Suffers Famine af ‘Yankee Tourists’’ 
Hotel Accommodations Are Rather Inferior

« Ghe Sanny Soath 
HE first New Year which 
Cuba as -an indapendent 
sovereignty. has experienc- 
eu, ushered in what is 
known here as thé tourist 
season. This season which 
generally brings gladness 
to the hearts of the hotel 
keepers, cocheros, curios- 
of and fan venders, has 
not done go this year. On 
the contrary, it has been 
a sad disappointment. The 
expected “yankee” who 
lano scacessOPe Made. his appearance in 
Havana with his gold and curiosity, a 
month earlier than the present date, is. 
conspicuously missing. Why such ig the 
case no one seems to know but all are 
anxious for an answer. There is no ap- 
parent cause why 1908 should be less 
generously treated by the tourist than 
former years have been, The health of 
the city is phenomenally good. The mor- 
tality rate is lower than for many years 
and contagion has entirely disappeared 
from the island. Public improvements 
are everywhere in evidence andthe clean- 
liness of the streets is remarked by the 
visitors from the states. The public 
parks are receiving more attention than 
at any time in the city’s history, with 
the possible exception of the three years 
immediately following the evacuation of 
the island by the soldiers of Spain, when 
heroic Measures were resorted to by the 
Sanitary and enginéering departments in 
order to eradicate an epidemic which 
wad been in continuous and undisturbed 
possesion of Havana and all the coast 
towns of the island from time immemo- 
rial. Hence the distress among those who 
had anticipated a rich harvest in ‘‘yankee 
season.’’ 

Hundreds of Havanese live nine months 
each year on the fruits of the three win- 
ter months. Nineteen hundred and three 
was expected to be the banner year. The 
hotels had all provided themselves with 
a corps of interpreters and guides, whose 
chief duty it would be to size up the new 
comer and extract as much “dinero’’ from 
him as posibie. So far their efforts in 
this direcion have not been rumunera- 
tive. Only a few visitors have crorsed 
the gulf stream, and the stay of these 
has been of short duration, yet of all the 
cities of the western hemisphere, Ha- 
vana offers the greatest natural attrac- 
tions to the American visitors. Its geo- 
graphical position, its unequaled climate, 
superb drives, picturesque scenery, his- 
torical fortifications and buildings, to- 
gether with the general quaintness which 
characterizes the péople and permeates 
the very atmosphere, lend a foreign color- 
ing to tae capita] of the Pearl of the An- 
tilles nownere to be found west o old 
Spain or Moorland, and make it ‘the log- 
ical winter resort of the new world. 

Americans, however, have become ac- 
customed to luxury and comfort and 
cannot understand why the Havanese,

Poor Grade for those who do conie. 
The hotels.of Havana, while pretending 
to be up to date, are in reality only 
jokes in the eyes of Americans. As a 
rule, their service is abominable and their 
charges extortionate. The curtaiiment 
of expenses seems to be paramount to 
every other consideration. Only two of 
the hotels in the city are provided with 
elevators, and these are more ornamental 
than useful. From the noon hour until 
4 o'clock in .:ie afternoon the elevators 
take a recess and the patrons of the 
hotels must walk up to their rooms, even 
though they live on the top floor. It has 
been- suggesied that this custom was 
adopted in order to give exercise to the 
guests, but the saving of the cost of 
motive power during these ‘‘siesta” hours 
is the .more probable motive...If any- 
thing cbuld be more exasperating than 
the general house service, it is that to be 
found in the dining room. Although ca- 
tering especially to English-speaking 


case, do not avail them- ' 
informa- 


patrons, the walters rarely know a word 
of any other than the Spanish language. 
If they eannot. be made to understand 
one’s wants through signs, they bring 
the guest whatever they believe he should 
eat and cooked as their own appetites 
dictate. 

There is no doubt but that the near- 
sighted volicy of the hotel keepers has 
much to do with the noticeable decrease 
in the tcurist traffic to Cuba, as many of 
those who have previously visited Havana 
have returned to their homes declaring 
that only when modern hotels were pro- 
vided would they come again. 

The tourist in Havana is the same 
creature who visits the resorts of Europe 
in the summer. He is distinguishable at 
a gilancle. One finds him groping his 
way thrfourh the cells, dungeons and tun- 
nels of t}ole Morro and Cubana fortresses, 
snap-shptting the statuary in the parks 
or the mosuments in the cemetery. When 
he lands in Havana he is a marked man. 
The ‘‘thutist' agent” looks upon him as 
legitimate prey, and unless he is wary, 
he is likey to leave the city stuffed with 
80me very mythical stories about the 
places of inteerst he has visited while 
here. Ore of the fables which the pro- 
fesional: zuide is fond of reciting is the 
story of Altares castle, the fort at the 
south side of the city where Crittenden, 
the American filibusterer,. and his band 
were executed gby the Spaniards. - This 
fort is. pointed out as the only fortifi- 
cation in Havana which held out against 
the British when they stormed and cap- 
tured the city a little more than a cen- 
tury ago. As a matter of fact, Altares 
castle was not in existence at that 
time nor for many years subsequent. 

American beauty is at a great discount 
in the mind of the Havanese who has not 
visited the United States, for the Amer- 
lean women who visit Cuba are pro- 
verbially homely and ‘‘tacky,”’ and the 
really beautiful or stylish women from 
abroad seen on Havana's streets are such 
rarities that they are stared at unmer- 
cifully by the Cuban and Spanish men. 
To be stared at on the street is a matter 
of course to tne pretty senorita, and she 
accepis as a compliment any phrase of 
admiration which may be thrown to her 
at the street cornet during her ‘‘pa- 
seata.”’ 

Notwithstanding the great difference 
between the Latin and the Anglo-Saxon, 
their language and customs, Cuba ig 
surely and rapidly becoming American- 
ized, and al...ough much which has ap- 
pealed to Americans as beautiful because 
of tts foreign coloring is doomed to pass
